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AmFAR Predicts $4M Shortfall in ’96

The American Foundation for 
AIDS Research (AmFAR) 
announced this week that it will 
restructure programs and 
reduce the size of its research 
grants because of a $4 million 
shortfall in projected revenues. 

The agency has downsized its project¬ 


ed 1996 budget from $20 million to $16 
million to cover the anticipated cash 
shortfall, said Dr. Mervyn Silverman, 
AmFAR executive director. 

The cuts are slated for the July 1 
beginning of the 1996 fiscal year. 

“It’s becoming increasingly difficult to 
raise money for AIDS research programs 
because of growing complacency and a 
sense of resignation about the epidemic,” 
Silverman said. 

AmFAR is the leading national non¬ 


profit organization dedicated to basic 
AIDS biomedical and clinical research, 
AIDS prevention, and public policy advo¬ 
cacy. 

Since 1985 AmFAR has distributed 
more than $77 million in grants, to more 
than 1,600 AIDS research projects. The 
foundation is funded solely by private 
contributions. 

“AIDS is no longer viewed as an emer¬ 
gency by people who are not directly 
affected by it,” Silverman said. 


He said some donors report that they 
are so overwhelmed by the plethora of 
AIDS organizations asking for cash that 
they’ve decided to stop making contribu¬ 
tions, because they just don’t know which 
agencies are truly effective. 

Scheduling conflicts with event plan¬ 
ners also mean that anticipated cash from 
projected (but now cancelled) events 
won’t be forthcoming - and the talent 
pool of celebrities willing to become

Migden Calls Crypto Hearing, 
Will Introduce Safety Resolution

San Franciscans packed a public 
Health, Public Safety and 
Environment Committee hearing 
called by Supervisor Carole Migden 
Tuesday, March 28 to determine 
whether there is a possible health haz¬ 
ard posed by Cryptosporidium in the 
San Francisco water supply. 

After the meeting Migden indicat¬ 
ed she would introduce a resolution 
next Monday, April 3 to urge Mayor 
Frank Jordan and the Public Utilities 
Commission to increase efforts to 


maintain the highest quality of water 
in the city and to notify the public of 
possible dangers. 

Migden’s office indicated that part 
of her concern was due to recent pro¬ 
posals by Congressional Republicans 
to ease restrictions to the Federal 
Clean Water Act - which might allow 
such parasites to go undetected and 
contaminate water sources here - and 
her proposal was drafted after the 
supervisor learned the water plant in 
Sunol suffered two treatment failures 
last week without sufficient warning

Good News From Big List Country: 

Montana Backs 
Down on Threat To 
Make Gays Register

On Wednesday, March 
22 the Montana State 
Senate voted to require 
lesbians and gays con¬ 
victed of violating the 
state’s sodomy law to 
register as homosexuals 
with law enforcement 
officials. Following a 
firestorm of criticism 
from around the country, 
however, the legislature 
reversed its plans the 
next day. 

Although no one has ever 
been convicted of the state’s 
“deviate sexual conduct” law, it 
makes consensual sexual activi¬ 
ty between adults of the same 
sex a felony. The measure to 
keep lists of anyone convicted 
of the law in the future was pro¬ 
posed by Senator A1 Bishop, 
who initially said that lesbian 
and gay sex practices “were 
even worse than a violent sexual 
act.” 

“What an insult to women 
who have been raped, children 
who have been molested, and 
any victim of a truly violent 
crime - let alone lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals who are in 
loving committed relation¬ 
ships,” Sandy Hale of PRIDE!, a 
Montana lesbian and gay rights 


group, responded. 

Bishop later retracted the 
comments, claiming they were 
said in “the heat of debate.” 

“I never intended, nor meant 
to infer [sic], that consensual 
sex acts between adults of the 
same sex are in the same catego¬ 
ry as violent sexual acts. I regret 
that I made the statement,” he 
said. 

Following the reversal of the 
anti-gay legislation - which 
originally passed by a 41-8 vote 
- it was widely reported that 
Bishop authored the measure at 
the behest of Pat Robertson’s 
Christian Coalition. 

Local response 

The anti-gay measure drew a 
fast - and furious - response 
from Bay Area elected officials, 
including State Senator Milton 
Marks and Mayor Frank Jordan. 

“I’m always hesitant to speak 
on behalf of San Francisco 
when it concerns another state’s 
affairs,” Jordan said, “but this 
measure was just so wrong that 
I had to speak out strongly 
against it.” 

“The measure was 
appalling,” said Carol Stuart, 
Marks’s press liaison. “We’re 
glad they deep-sixed it, because 
it was so patently unconstitu¬ 
tional that it was absurd.” 

The measure was also criti¬ 
cized by national lesbian and 
gay leaders including National

Tenderloiners Blast Decision To 
Award Shanti A.I.D.S. Contracts

The city’s HIV Health Services Planning 
Council voted on Monday, March 27 to approve a 
plan by AIDS Indigent Direct Services - which is 
going out of business - to turn over its city con¬ 
tract for AIDS services to Shanti Project. 

The Planning Council vote took place after 
more than an hour of discussion that included 
protests from an A.I.D.S. client, a volunteer, and a 
worker who charged the decision was made with¬ 
out input from either staff or clients. 

Several Tenderloin area AIDS service 
providers and community leaders at the meeting 
also protested the decision to award the contracts 
to Shanti. 

Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center Executive 
Director Brian Cross told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the decision was “appalling” and done with¬ 
out consulting existing community service 
providers, and said TARC and other service 
providers were shut out of the process. 

“We demand that an open process be estab¬ 
lished to assure continuity of services and reflect 
the natural and established collaboration and 
cooperation by long established Tenderloin ser¬ 
vice providers,” Cross said. 

Representatives from Lutheran Social Service, 
San Francisco Network Ministries, and the 
Brothers Network, other longtime Tenderloin 
AIDS service providers, also supported Cross’s 
statement and called for a “community-based 
process” with competitive bidding for the con¬ 
tract. 

Black Coalition on AIDS leader and Planning 
Council member Gerald Lenoir openly questioned 
Shanti’s fiscal ability to manage the contract. 

He pointed out the agency still owed the city’s 


Health Department an estimated $300,000 in 
repayment for misspent AIDS Housing services 
money. 

Shanti director Gloria Sandoval said the agency 
was currently seeking arbitration with its former 
accountant over the issue; Shanti charges mal¬ 
practice by its accountant in not catching the mis¬ 
application of the funds. 

AIDS Office director Mitch Katz, M.D. told 
the council that Shanti has passed stringent audits 
for the last two years; that 
he believed that the 
agency’s contract compli¬ 
ance problems had been 
long resolved; and that he 
believed they were caused 
by malpractice on the part 
of Shanti’s accountants. 

Sandoval told the meet¬ 
ing that Shanti could pro¬ 
vide the services to clients 
and that it would rehire 
most - but not all - of the 
former A.I.D.S. workers. 
Following discussion of 

- the issue, the planning 

council voted approval of 
the agency’s decision to turn its contracts over to 
Shanti until April 1996. 

After that time the contract for services will be 
put out for competitive bid. 

Cross and other activists, including longtime 
Tenderloin community organizer and A.I.D.S. 
staffer Jacquie Hansen and activist Hank Wilson, 
reiterated that the move was a unilateral decision 
of the A.I.D.S. board, and was done without con¬ 
sulting or seeking input from clients, workers, or 
neighborhood leaders. T

Progressive Way Seeks Queer 
Member Groups—And Quickly!

The deadline is approaching 
for progressive nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations to apply to The 
Progressive Way for member¬ 
ship and funding. The umbrella 
group that operates somewhat 
like the United Way - as a fed¬ 
eration of nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions raising funds through 
workplace payroll deduction 
campaigns - is “seeking appli¬ 
cations for membership from 
lesbian/gay/bisexual/transgen¬ 
der/queer organizations work¬ 
ing for social change,” accord¬ 
ing to TPW Executive Director 
Jim Shattuck. 

Each year TPW considers 
membership applications from 
a wide variety of social action 
nonprofits in the greater Bay 
Area. Target groups that make 
up the focus of member organi¬ 
zation recruitment for 1995 are 
those that serve queer commu¬ 
nity concerns, Asian-American 


concerns, the concerns of 
youth, and/or are located in 
Contra Costa County and Santa 
Clara County, Shattuck said. 

TPW member groups are the 
kind that are usually too “hot” 
for the United Way to handle; as 
Membership Committee 
Review Panel Chair Cecile 
Isaacs put it, they are “typically 
hard-to-fund activist programs 
working to change the system.” 

“The Progressive Way offers 
community groups with strong 
opinions access to a market 
usually reserved for middle-of- 
the-road health and human ser¬ 
vice groups,” Shattuck 
explained. “By providing 
employees an alternative when 
giving at the office, TPW is 
expanding the pool of resources 
available to progressive non¬ 
profits.” 

And that notion has proved 
popular with donors, according 
to Shattuck. During the past few 
years, as donations to United 


Way have fallen off or remained 
static, annual campaign totals 
for TPW have increased as 
much as 23 percent. 

In fact, Shattuck said, 
fundraising through the 
Progressive Way has expanded 
every year since its beginning. 

In 1994 the organization 
raised $120,000. 

“The 41 organizations under 
the Progressive Way umbrella 
are addressing the root causes 
of discrimination and injustice,” 
Shattuck said. “By going to the 
source of the problem we can 
reduce the need for social ser¬ 
vices in the long run.” 

Organizations that are inter¬ 
ested in joining TPW must sub¬ 
mit an application by next 
Friday, April 8 to be consid¬ 
ered. ▼

Kramer, Fauci To Appear at

Ten Years of Service in AIDS War; What Lies Ahead?

Dr. Anthony Fauci and Larry Kramer will be 
featured at a May 5 fundraising dinner at the Hyatt 
Regency commemorating the tenth anniversary of 
Project Inform. 

Kramer, founder of ACT UP and co-founder of 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis in New York City ; author;

Creates New Cybemauts 

Course Helps Beginners Access HIV Info on the Internet

“This appetite for digital data, more and faster, 
can now be recognized as a species need. The 
brain needs electrons and psychoactive chemicals 
like the body needs oxygen. Just as body nutrition¬ 
ists list our daily requirements for vitamins, will 
our brain-psyberneticians soon be listing our daily 
requirements for various classes of digital infor¬ 
mation. 

“The 'good persons’ in the cybernetic society 
are the intelligent ones who can think for them¬ 
selves. The 'problem person’ in the cybernetic 
society of the 21st Century is the one who auto¬ 
matically obeys, who never questions authority, 
who acts to protect his/her official status, who pla¬ 
cates and politics rather than thinks independent¬ 
ly.’’

The University of California Extension Center, 
located at 55 Laguna Street in San Francisco, 
invites all Bay Area residents to plug into the 
Internet (which it called “one of the most revolu¬ 
tionary developments in communication since the 
invention of the library and printing press’’ in a 
recent bulletin) and is willing to help make it pos¬ 
sible for a nominal fee. Various courses will teach 
different types of computer users - with specific 
and different interests and needs - how to use 
customized menus to tap into the available 
resources. 

Among the most eagerly anticipated of the 
courses is “The Internet: AIDS and HIV+ 
Resources and Support,” to be taught by journalist 


Gary Gach on May 8, from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. in 
Room 202 of Richardson Hall at the Center. The 
fee is $55. 

The class helps define basic vocabulary (elec¬ 
tronic mail, discussions, file transfers, remote log¬ 
ins, and information resources) for beginners, with 
emphasis on specific examples. According to the 
course description, “Internet grammar and syntax 
are also explored by framing net culture and eti¬ 
quette in terms of appropriate issues and themes, 
such as anonymity, privacy, decentralization, and 
direct-user participation.” 

Students of the course will discover various 
ways of plugging into the most recent information 
about HIV and AIDS, all of which are relatively 
easy once mastered. 

“No one on the Internet is disabled; everyone 
has equal access to the same vast pool of resources. 
You can contact volunteer communities, locally, 
nationally, and internationally; research alternative 
treatments; keep current with events and confer¬ 
ences; and access newsletters and legal papers,” 
the course description says. “Or examine Peter 
Duesberg’s HIV virus theory, and catch up with 
John Lauritsen on AIDS. You can also query schol¬ 
ars and technicians and find and search through 
databases.” 

Gach will use his five years’ experience as a 
cybernaut (one of those who are in the fast lane of 
that information superhighway) in other classes as 
well, including “The Electric Word: The Internet 
for the Literary Community,” and “The Internet for 
Artists.” ▼

What About Block Grants? 

Alameda County Braces for AIDS Funding Cuts, Part II

On Monday, March 20, the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development released a 
proposal to consolidate the 
funding and operations of more 
than 60 agency programs into 
three “block grants” awarded to 
states, beginning in fiscal year 
1996. States would then be able 
to prioritize - or eliminate - the 
programs on the list. 

The most immediate differ¬ 
ence for housing activists apply¬ 
ing for special programs such as 
AIDS housing would be a geo¬ 
graphic lobbying shift, from a 
national effort to a local one, 
according to Katharine Gale, 
Housing and Community 
Development Specialist with 
Alameda County. 

Eugene Richards, director of 
the county’s Office of AIDS 
Administration, sees inherent 
problems when “money is 
turned over to the states with 
very few strings attached to it,” 
he told the Bay Area Reporter. 
The likelihood block grants will 
streamline - and therefore 
improve - overall AIDS care 
“really depends on the state,” 
Richards said. 

In California, of course, the 
stewardship of the block grants 
and the future of the programs 
will rest with conservative gov¬ 
ernor Pete Wilson, who has not 


equipped county governments 
to treat people with AIDS and 
failed to support the efforts of 
HIV prevention programs in the 
past. 

Some support at HUD 

On March 2, San Francisco 
HUD representative James 
Prater told a group of East Bay 
housing agencies who were 
meeting to discuss strategies, 
“We don’t think [block grants 
are] a bad thing. We at HUD are 
tickled pink that all the [public 
housing] programs will be con¬ 
solidated into block grants. 
You’ve got alphabet soup out 
there all serving homeless peo¬ 
ple.” 

In any case, he emphasized, 
“I wouldn’t take it too seriously 
at this point,” because despite 
the drama, Clinton could still 
veto the cuts. Of course, that 
would depend upon which con¬ 
stituencies he is also willing to 
cut from his 1996 bid for the 
presidency. 

Alameda County Housing 
Director Linda Gardner told the 
B.A.R. that local control is 
stronger with block grants - but 
so is local opposition. “When 
you’ve got a competitive grant 
at the federal level, as long as 
there is some local support and 
it meets zoning [requirements] 
and things like that, the feds 
can give it the money and we 
can move ahead.” One example 
has already played out with the 
Rose Street AIDS housing pro¬ 
ject in Berkeley: local control 
(which Republicans have tout¬ 
ed as a way of empowering 
grass roots efforts) can also 
mean small but organized 
neighborhoods opposition to 


programs that were formally 
mandated by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

The kind of local opposition 
that has driven up costs for the 
Rose Street development, 
threatening to kill it, is more 
likely under block grants. But, 
as Gardner ruefully said, AIDS 
housing officials have come to 
expect some opposition by now. 
“We’re committed to building 
community support for projects 
whether opposition exists or 
not,” she said. “We think that’s 
important. 

“We know the need is there, 
we’re going to plan to try and 
meet the need, we’re going to 
pool whatever resources we can, 
and we’re committed to do the 
right thing regardless of what 
happens.” 

Gardner admitted, “I’m find¬ 
ing it a very depressing time, 
personally. It feels to me like the 
social contract of our country is 
being dismantled. I’m opti¬ 
mistic that the majority in the 
country doesn’t share those 
views - they’re just not vocaliz¬ 
ing their views. That’s my 
hope.” 

He said no one can afford to 
wait and see which way Clinton 
turns on these issues. “I don’t 
think we can afford to be opti¬ 
mistic. It may turn out fine, but I 
don’t think we can assume it 
will without us doing something 
about it. 

“The rescission is what con¬ 
cerns me. I see pros and cons to 
[block grants], but right now my 
major focus is on the rescissions 
and not the block grants - 
because with block grants, at 
least you have the money,” 
Gardner said. ▼

SF Hotel Sued for AIDS Housing Bias

A gay man with AIDS who 
claims he was forced to flee a 
North Beach residential hotel 
after months of anti-gay and 
AIDS-related harassment has 
sued the hotel and its owners in 
Superior Court. 

The lawsuit charges the 
Liguria Hotel at 371 Columbus 
Street and its co-owners and 
managers Jean and Grace 
Iribarren with AIDS housing 
bias, constructive and retaliatory 
eviction, and intentional inflic¬ 
tion of emotional distress. 

The suit also alleges that 
Chris O’Dell, 36, was assaulted 
by an anti-gay tenant, that man¬ 
agers refused to allow Project 
Open Hand volunteers to leave 
meals for O’Dell at the hotel, 
and that O’Dell’s rent was 
refused and he was told to move 
because the hotel owners did not 
want an “AIDS-infected queer” 
living at the property. 

O’Dell told the Bay Area 


Reporter that he learned of the 
Hotel Liguria because it was on 
a list of housing resources given 
to clients of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “It listed dif¬ 
ferent sections of the city. I 
thought North Beach would be a 
nice place to live,” he said. 

When he first rented a room 
there last August, he was ill and 
out of work and needed an 
affordable and quiet place to 
live. 

“It seemed like a nice hotel. 
It was in a good location. It was 
far enough from Broadway, and 
all I wanted was a quiet little 
room that was affordable,” he 
said. “I took it. The problems 
started about a month later.” 

O’Dell, who moved to San 
Francisco from Kansas five 
years ago, quickly learned his 
$85 a week room lacked heat 
and a communal bathroom sink 
lacked running water. 

O’Dell also discovered that 
he could overhear conversations 
from the kitchen below his room 
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Hotel Hell: A PWA's stay at 
the Liguria turned into a 
nightmare of harassment 
and assault, a suit alleges. 


- and learned he was a subject 
of discussion by AIDS-phobic 
and anti-gay tenants. 


O’Dell charges that was he 
awakened at 2:30 a.m. last 
November 4 by the sound of fel¬ 
low tenants loudly shouting 
anti-gay comments such as 
‘“faggots burn in hell,’ ‘faggots 
are not welcome here,’ and bib¬ 
lical quotes contending that 
AIDS is God’s punishment,” 
according to the lawsuit filed by 
attorney Scott Gursky, a mem¬ 
ber of the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel. 

The comments were shouted 
from the communal kitchen to 
O’Dell’s room, so he reported 
the harassment to the landlords 
and asked to be moved to a dif¬ 
ferent room. 

According to Gursky, the 
Iribarrens refused to give O’Dell 
another room - and demanded 
that he move out of the Liguria 
Hotel. 

In another incident, O’Dell 
was assaulted by a tenant who 
made anti-gay slurs and slugged 
him in the head with such force 
that his glasses broke. 


According to the lawsuit, 
O’Dell fled the hotel for four 
days because of the assault, but 
the landlord refused to accept 
his check for rent when he 
returned to the Liguria, and later 
gave him a three-day notice to 
pay his rent or leave. 

“I’ve never seen or heard of- 
or imagined - anything like this 
happening in San Francisco,” 
Gursky said. “Our community 
needs to know that situations 
like this exist and that there is 
such hatred and bias.” 

O’Dell said that housing con¬ 
ditions for people with AIDS in 
San Francisco are often less 
than desirable. 

“The housing situation is 
horrible,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “They need more safe 
houses for people with AIDS. 
This puts guys under so much 
stress that we don’t need.” 

Although the lawsuit was 
served last week, the Iribarrens 
have 30 days before they have to 
formally answer the charges. ▼

San Francisco Superior 
Judge William Cahill last 
week dismissed a religious 
discrimination lawsuit filed 
against Frank Jordan by for¬ 
mer Human Rights 
Commissioner Reverend 
Eugene Lumpkin. 

Lumpkin was fired by 
Jordan in 1993 after he 
revealed he believed a Bible 
passage that calls for the 
execution of homosexuals. 

Lumpkin’s attorneys 
argued that his comments 
were free speech and not 
actionable. 

However, Deputy City 
Attorneys Julia Friedlander 
and Aleeta Van Runkle suc¬ 
cessfully argued that 
Lumpkin was fired for cause 
because his comments 
undermined the purpose of 
the HRC and interfered with 
Jordan administration policy. 

Jordan said that he “had a 
right and a duty” to fire the 
Baptist minister for “espous¬ 
ing a philosophy which I 
hold as repugnant to, and 
inconsistent with, service on 
the HRC.” 

In his March 21 decision 
Cahill ruled that Lumpkin 
could not re-sue over his 
removal in a state court. 

A related federal lawsuit 
by Lumpkin was dismissed 
in November 1994. ▼

The CBS Evening Newt? 


here’s been no word yet on 
whether the networks will 
to bow to Newt Gingrich’s 
demand for a primetime 
broadcast to mark the 100th 
day of the Contract on 
America next Friday, but we suspect it 
will happen. Gingrich, America’s 
answer to General Cedras, is a deter¬ 
mined little cuss who has gotten used to 
getting what he wants on his own terms; 
it isn’t impossible to imagine him storm¬ 
ing CBS (protected by his junta thugs, of 
course) to claim his rightful spot in front 
of the camera instead of that pesky Chief 
Executive, Bill Clinton. 

Not, unfortunately, that we believe 
such drastic measures will be necessary. 
Despite a seemingly bumptious relation¬ 
ship between the news media and the 
Speaker of the House - his most recent 
comment was that if the electric light 
were invented today, Dan Rather would 
do a piece mourning the loss of the can¬ 
dle industry - Gingrich has been spec¬ 
tacularly well-treated by the supposed 
watchdogs of the free press. What it 
reminds us of most, in fact, is the weird 
spectacle of WWF wrestlers who scream 
filth at each other before they go through 
a pantomime of combat, then jokingly 
retire to the same dressing room togeth¬ 
er when the camera’s switched off. 

Gingrich likes to call the American 
press “socialist,” but its real sin, in our 
eyes, is that it is woefully social. Like 
some unions that spent the last four 
decades cravenly crawling into bed with 
management, the media have been 
snuggling up far too closely with the 
people it is supposed to be examining. 
Brave journalists from other countries 
who truly patrol their beats at great per¬ 
sonal risk and report on the lies and dis¬ 
information spread by their govern¬ 
ments (and ours) must be ashamed to 
see the way American reporters rely on 
press releases and press agents and 
press secretaries for their “news.” 

This is by no means a new problem; 
the Washington press corps winked and 
shrugged at Ronald Reagan’s errata and 
erratica for eight years, as though there 
were a gentlemen’s agreement to pro¬ 
tect the old fool’s “dignity” - as if there 
ever should be such an agreement! The 
resulting stories were no less dishonest 
than, say, Pravda 's old denials that any¬ 
thing untoward was going on in the 
Soviet Union. (Remember it?) 

Now that there are more Republican 
press secretaries, hawking Republican 
views on the day’s events, the press is 
changing its own world view; it’s easier 
than digging around for the truth. We’re 
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afraid that Newt will get his half hour in 
the spotlight next week, and then a fol¬ 
low up somewhat later, and then per¬ 
haps even his own spot across the desk 
from Rather to gloat at the demise of the 
candle industry every night. 

We’ve been thinking about the press 
and its laziness for some time, particu¬ 
larly after the notorious shooting of the 
Jenny Jones guest. (For anyone who 
didn’t hear the story, a straight man shot 
a gay man after the two were separately 
brought onto the talk show and it was 
revealed the gay man had a “crush” on 
his straight neighbor.) 

Authorities instantly released state¬ 
ments that shifted blame away from the 
triggerman and onto the tv show (and, 
implicitly, its victim) which the press 
ate up. The gunman was “humiliated” it 
was widely said, for which the producer 
should suffer responsibility; after all, 
the suspect in custody only went out, 
bought a gun, bought bullets, drove to 
the victim’s house, confronted him, 
excused himself, went back to the car, 
brought the shotgun back, and pumped 
slugs into the unarmed gay man. 

And the media bought it. 

We would urge them to consider the 
situation if the subject of the program 
had been “interracial crushes” that day. 
Even in today’s increasingly racist cli¬ 
mate, we believe people would have 
been shocked if the guy had fired those 
shells into an Asian-American or 
African-American woman. But because 
the life that was lost belonged to a gay 
man, the spin of the story was changed. 

More recently, the media picked up 
on the subject of Cryptosporidium in 
San Francisco. Because of the Contract 
on America, the GOP has successfully 
put off the implementation of water 
standards for the potentially fatal water¬ 
borne cyst. The recent floods have 
allowed impure water into our system, 
so Supervisor Migden called a hearing 
on the subject - which the Chron man¬ 
aged to turn into a piece worthy of 
crackpot Paul Cameron, suggesting if 
we’d just stop rimming everything 
would be okay. And that, unfortunately, 
was picked up by UPI and spread 
around the country. And once again, our 
victims are demonized and our deaths 
are downplayed. 

Every paper and every reporter has 
the right to frame their stories as they 
see them, of course, and while that’s a 
good thing, it is supposed to come with 
responsibility. We like our press free ; 
we just hate it when it’s made cheap. ▼

ools! Idiots! Murderers! Morons! 
Insane! Just the facts, ma’am! 

This is in response to the fools 
who continue to believe the deadly 
misinformation about HIV= AIDS, 
and continue to live in a state of 
denial about the futile attempts of the medical 
establishment and their pursuit to find a cure for 
a virus that has never been proven to cause 
AIDS. The only confirmation we have to date is 
that people are dying of complications from 
AZT poisoning, antibiotic abuse, drug & alco¬ 
hol abuse and poor nutrition. These are the 
facts!

It is our hope that interest may be 
sparked in the minds of some people that might 
never have given any thought to an alternative 
treatment. We are a tiny, pioneering minority, 
but every day, many of us, including some doc¬ 
tors and scientists, are overcoming personal 
fears of being criticized for daring to speak 
against HIV. More groups are forming to com¬ 
bat the HIV misinformation machines. 

Most recently, the CDC has announced that it 
will stop administering AZT to infants and chil¬ 
dren. A new study in the U.S. says that HIV+ 
pregnant women who take AZT have a 74 percent 
chance that their infants will be HIV-. However, 
on March 15, 1993, Project Aids International 
presented to the United Nations, under Agenda 24 
- Childrens’ Issues - evidence that mothers that are 
HIV+ and do not use AZT give birth to infants, 87 
percent of which sero-convert to HIV- within 18 
months after birth. These are facts. The mounting 
evidence against AZT is outrageous. 

In 1961, Dr. Richard Beltz at Loma Linda 
University, under a grant by the NIH, discovered 
AZT. He pleaded that the drug was unfit for 
human consumption, and should be eradicated 
from the drug market. That’s a fact! The drug 
was found to be so toxic that it actually caused 
cancer faster than it could help cure it. That’s a 
fact! AZT was found to stop the reproduction of 
blood cells in bone marrow, and to indiscrimi¬ 
nately kill all cells in the body that reproduce 
themselves, and that’s a fact! You simply remain 
in denial. Without the HIV=AIDS=DEATH 
paridigm, your entire belief system falters. 
HIV=AIDS, overtly or covertly, underscores 
everything in the gay community. It pulls us 
together, gives us a focus, a cause, a commonal¬ 
ity.

Contrary to statements in a letter from John Carr 
(“Quilt Story” Letters, March 9), The NAMES 
Project Foundation does not use contributions from 
the community to pay legal fees. When we require 
legal counsel— which, thankfully, is not often— it is 
generously provided pro bono. Because Mr. Carr 
threatened The NAMES Project with a lawsuit, we 
felt counsel was required in this matter. 

As your readers know too well, AIDS strikes men, 
women and children; priests and porn stars; accoun¬ 
tants as well as actors. And just as AIDS does not dis¬ 
criminate, neither does The NAMES Project when it 
comes to sewing together panels of the AIDS 
Memorial Quilt. 

We are sorry that Mr. Carr takes offense at the 
panels that share the 12X12 block with his friend’s. 
But we feel most strongly that it is a far greater 
offense to pass judgment on those who died from 
AIDS by assigning their panels locations in the Quilt 
based on how they chose to live their lives. 

Mr. Carr did not submit the panel for his friend 
Sjafril Adjar. The person who did has now requested 
that, if we do not move the panel to another block, we 
return it to her. The NAMES Project is doing so.

AEF Corrects, Clarifies 

We appreciate the nice things Michael C. Botkin 
said about the AIDS Emergency Fund (“The 
Queeries,” March 9), but some of the facts need to be 
corrected or clarified. 

The total amount we are able to give each client in 
a calendar year remains $500 (not $750). However, 
we recently eliminated the two-year limit on client 
grants. This means that all past clients may return for 
subsequent $500 annual grants as long as donations 
provide funding adequate to meet the demand. 

Our threshold for eligibility is tied to the basic 
state disability amount. Clients must currently have a 
monthly income of $1,344 or less. 

The money can’t go for “any legitimate expense,” 
but only for housing, utilities, and a number of other 
specific categories. And we never “give out cash”; 
payments are always made to service providers, 
rather than directly to clients. 

Finally, our volunteers do a remarkable job of 
promptly serving persons with AIDS and disabling 
HIV, but we can’t promise rent checks within 24 hours. 

After an intake volunteer works with a client to 
establish eligibility and document a grant request, 
one or two board members must review and approve 
the grant; a data entry volunteer writes the check; two 
board members review the file and sign the check; 
then the office staff documents the grant and mails 
the check. 

If all of the necessary volunteers are working in a 
given period, 24-hour turnaround is possible - but a 
few working days is more realistic. 

On behalf of all of the wonderful volunteers and 
fundraisers who make this amazing system work so 
smoothly, thanks to Mr. Botkin for including the 
AIDS Emergency Fund with LYRIC and CUAV in 
his annual awards.

“Diversity” at St. Mary’s 

[The following letter was sent to Ms. Rey Friel, 
Chairperson, St. Mary’s Ethnic Diversity Task Force:] 

I am in receipt of the hospital’s new “Declaration 
on Diversity.” I must tell you how infuriating it is to 
have this. I believe St. Mary’s is insincere, at best, as 
evidenced by: 

1) refusal to provide equity of benefits to all its 
employees based solely on affectional 
preference/sexual orientation. 

2) the statement made by Mary Ann Thode, CEO, 
that as long as this is a catholic diocese run by Quinn 
there won’t be equity of benefits. 

3) St. Mary s helping to raise funds for the proud¬ 
ly homophobic Boy Scouts of America. 

4) refusal by the hospital to apologize for this glar¬ 
ing affront even after being presented with a petition 
expressing our “extreme disapproval” that was signed 
by nurses, aides, doctors, social workers, managers 
and other staff. 

5) an employee being sent to talk about this issue 
with our staff who wasn’t even an employee at the 
time of the incident, could not be held accountable, 
refused a requested apology, and implied we were 
being overly sensitive. 

It is the hospital, in this instance, that “is not 
always certain how to deal with incidents in the work¬ 
place that they feel are discriminatory or offensive.”

SFAF Controversy, Part I 

I am writing in response to an article entitled 
“Tensions Escalate Between SFAF Management, 
Workers,” published in your 2/23 issue. 

As a member of the bargaining unit at SFAF and a 
case worker in the agency’s Client Services 
Department, 1 find the inflammatory rhetoric and 
misinformation employed by SEIU 790A and fueled 
by the personal agendas of a minority of bargaining 
unit members, to be deplorable. SEIU 790A and this 
small cadre of propagandists have veered way off 
their charted course as representatives for the “com¬ 
mon good” through their misguided attempts to derail 
an agency largely responsible for creating the model 
of AIDS service delivery throughout this city and the 
nation. 

While reporter Dennis Conkin did a better job 
than many of his counterparts in presenting a bal¬ 
anced piece on the labor issues that have besieged the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation in the last year, the 
community could benefit from some clarity on one 
key issue. 

The issue that threatens to severely stall progress 
in the contract negotiation process has to do with 
whether or not the union at SFAF will be a closed 
shop, an agency shop or an open shop. A majority of 
the rank and file favor an open shop as currently pro¬ 
posed by management. However, some of our “repre¬ 
sentatives” at the negotiating table - one of whom is 
a disgruntled former employee - and SEIU 790A 
have refused to take the will of the majority into con¬ 
sideration. They insist on making either union mem¬ 
bership and the payment of union dues,(closed shop) 
or the payment of dues without union membership or 
representation (agency shop) a condition of employ¬ 
ment at SFAF. An open shop would allow each mem¬ 
ber of the bargaining unit to make an informed choice 
as to whether or not (s)he wants to have anything to 
do with this union. By refusing to make this compro¬ 
mise and engaging in a smear campaign against 
SFAF, staff and clients’ morale is further weakened in 
an environment where we need all the strength we 
can muster to fight those who truly impede our col¬ 
lective endeavor to hasten an end to this epidemic. 

In addition, eliminating choice in this process is 
an action that is antithetical to the union’s supposed 
(and laudable) commitment to increase the number of 
qualified HIV-positive staff at SFAF. Why? Because 
currently, an overwhelming majority of HIV-positive 
staff in the bargaining unit oppose the union’s closed 
or agency shop positions. This means HIV-positive 
staff would be fired if the union had its way! 

People living with HIV/AIDS, the staff of SFAF, 
and you, the community as a whole, can no longer 
afford, through silence, to enable SEIU 790A to 
undermine choice among a dedicated work force. 
Encourage SEIU 790A and those empowered to 
negotiate with management to preserve choice for all 
through an open shop. A sense of urgency exists. We 
must move on. Lives depend on it!

SFAF Controversy, Part II

The problem is you 
are questioning the wrong people. 

It is clear that money is not the primary issue for 
the SFAF union workers. Rather, discrimination, 
harassment, and lack of commitment to people of 
color are the issues at hand in this unfortunate dis¬ 
pute. Did you not see or hear that? 

It is very sad that whenever people of color orga¬ 
nize themselves to defend their rights (and those of 
their communities) some, usually whites, question 
and challenge their motives. Unfortunately, because 
of this way thinking, this country is “reconsidering” 
Affirmative Action. 

Finally, I truly understand your concerns about 
money. Did you send a letter to Pat Christen (SFAF 
Executive Director) and the other four top managers 
asking if it is true that they are each earning $ 100,000 
or more, per year? 

It is really disgusting that a few “managers” are 
profiting from the AIDS epidemic. So, who is really 
taking money away from the clients?

Representation on SFAF Board 

For a three year period ending in May of last year, 
my late lover, Tomas Fabregas, served on the board of 
directors of the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 
Tomas resigned from the Board after his frustration 
with the circumstances he saw at the Foundation 
became, for him, intolerable. With his resignation, three 
HIV-positive persons were left serving on the board. 
According to a quote recently attributed to Lance 
Henderson, Deputy Director of Finance and 
Administration, there are now only two HIV-positive 
persons serving on the 24-member board. That is an 
insult and a disservice done by this organization to per¬ 
sons everywhere living with HIV. These paltry numbers 
show that year after year, in its decision and policy 
making, this organization has - incredibly - shut out 
persons living with HIV. HIV-positive persons are not 
present in meaningful numbers on this board of direc¬ 
tors, and have not been for far too great a time. That fact 
can be neither refuted, explained away, or excused. 
How many people have been arrested fighting for the 
principle that HIV-positive persons will speak for them¬ 
selves? The members of the board of directors of this 
organization have no right to ignore this hard-won, fun¬ 
damental principle. This shows tremendous disrespect 
for all persons living with HIV and AIDS. 

Their hubris in doing so is the root of the trouble that 
today makes a laughing stock of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. A laughing stock? No, a crying 
shame. To quote Tomas’s letter of resignation, 
“Imagine the board of directors of the NAACP with 
only three African-Americans. Or the board of the 
National Organization for Women with only three 
women.” This problem was vigorously argued with the 
board a year ago, yet there are even fewer HIV-positive 
persons serving there today. This board has failed to 
meet its obligations to the citizens of the Bay Area and 
to HIV-positive persons everywhere. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation is a 501(c)3 
“Public Benefit Corporation.” The management over¬ 
sees the staff, the Board of Directors oversees the man¬ 
agement, and as citizens, we, the members of this com¬ 
munity, have a genuine oversight responsibility for this 
board of directors; a responsibility we have neglected 
badly. If this board continues to operate without 
stepped up community oversight, do we doubt that it 
will not continue its demonstrated practice of admitting 
to its ranks only more and more HIV-negative business 
professionals? A practice which has robbed the founda¬ 
tion of any moral authority and left it no choice but to 
hunker down and commence defending the indefensi¬ 
ble? More lawyers. More bankers. Of course they are 
“well-meaning” and “sensitive,” but what the hell do 
they know about living with AIDS? The community-at- 
large must demand that this board move immediately to 
add to its membership more HIV-positive men and 
women from the various cultures found in the city and 
county of San Francisco. And they must be present on 
this board in numbers sufficient to form a significant 
voting block. Much of what is happening today at the 
foundation could be alleviated if the Executive Director 
could point to a significant number of HIV-positive per¬ 
sons on the board of directors who - rightly or wrong¬ 
ly - support her and endorse her actions. But she can¬ 
not do that because the board has failed to provide her 
with the minimum: the opportunity to receive input and 
be guided by HIV-positive persons and their unique 
experience. Her authority is therefore diminished and 
the organization lies in crisis. 

I do not know why we have for so long had AIDS- 
phobic people on the board of directors of our AIDS 
Foundation (They must be AIDS-phobic, their record 
shows they allow very few persons with HIV to join 
their ranks. But, perhaps they are merely paternalistic.). 
We must write to this board and demand this change 
take place. Better yet, we must attend their meetings. 
Demand to speak. Tell them time and again of this 
problem. Repeat it until they learn. Support the two 
lonely people with HIV who presently serve on the 
board. Until we, the members of this community do 
that, persons living with HIV have no real place within 
the Foundation. Without their participation, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation will remain nured where it 
is today, lacking the moral authority or the respect 
required to carry out the important work that waits to be 
done. Waits as the management and staff fight amongst 
themselves. Who cares about the National Labor 
Relations Board? What about the needs of the men and 
women in San Francisco trying to live with HIV? There 
must be significant improvement in this current situa¬ 
tion. It must not be allowed to continue any longer. In 
the year ahead, as the current Congress proceeds to gut 
AIDS funding, the AIDS Foundation will undoubtedly 
be forced to make many painful changes. Substantive, 
meaningful participation of HIV-positive persons will 
be critical if the inevitable cuts are to be respected and 
accepted by the community at large. As bad as things 
are at the Foundation today, they can surely get much 
worse. 

I exhort all parties to expeditiously resolve their cur¬ 
rent differences. But I reaffirm my belief - and the 
belief stated by Tomas to the board over a year ago and 
bome out by recent developments - that the Foundation 
is lost and adrift until the presence of HIV-positive per¬ 
sons is dramatically increased on the board of directors. 
I urge everyone to take a stand for HIV-positive persons 
and fight for the inclusion of a meaningful, powerful 
number of culturally diverse persons, male and female, 
living with HIV and AIDS on the board of directors of 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation.

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Is California Going Gray? 


lthough he has been a 
' fixture in Sacramento 
pili since 1974 when he 
V " first ran for office and 
lost the nomination for state 
treasurer to Democratic power¬ 
house Jesse Unruh, few in the 
capital - or the rest of the state 
for that matter - have ever paid 
much attention to Gray Davis, 
California’s lieutenant governor. 
But all that is about to change. 
When Governor Pete Wilson

announced last week that he will 
indeed seek the GOP presiden¬ 
tial nomination in 1996, the 
realization set in for most of the 
Capitol players that Davis will, 
at the very least, become “acting 
governor” with all the powers of 
that office while Wilson is 
forced to campaign almost full¬ 
time in other states if he has any 
hope of garnering the GOP con¬ 
vention nod next year in San 
Diego. Those close to the gover¬ 
nor are assuring everyone that 
he is in the race because he does 
expect to win and has absolutely 
no interest in accepting a vice- 
presidential slot on the GOP 
ticket. 

Some Wilson Republicans 
have threatened to tinker with 
the California constitution by 
pushing through a proposal that 
would make it impossible for 
Davis to take the top state job. 
This constitutional amendment 
would require a special election 
to fill any gubernatorial vacancy, 
thereby effectively keeping the 
governorship out of Democrat 
Davis’ hands unless he won such 
a contest. 

This so-called “tinkering” 
has been lambasted by almost 
everyone on both sides of the 
aisle as a terrible idea - just 
plain bad politics. Observers 
believe the idea would be sound¬ 
ly thrashed by voters if ever put 
on the ballot. Californians don’t 
think too highly of changing the 
rules in the middle of the game. 

As for now, Pete Wilson will 
soon be out of the state for days, 
even weeks at a time, mounting 
a national campaign, while 
Acting Governor Davis (who 
has held public office since 
1982, when he won an 
Assembly seat from the Beverly 
Hills area and was once chief of 
staff for Governor Jerry Brown) 
enjoys his new powers, such as 
the right to sign or veto bills, 
issue executive orders, make 
important appointments, etc. 
When asked about his kick up 
the ladder, Davis attempted to 
downplay the entire thing, even 
assuring Wilson that he has “no 
desire to be looking for ways to 
make his [Wilson’s] life miser¬ 
able.” 

Davis did tell reporters, how¬ 
ever, that “there will be legisla¬ 


tion coming down. There will be 
other things that require action, 
but I told the governor that if I 
feel strongly about a bill. I’m 
going to tell him about it in 
advance. And notwithstanding 
him being forewarned, if a bill 
comes down on my watch, I will 
act accordingly.” 

Davis, who beat his GOP 
opponent for lieutenant gover¬ 
nor last November by more than 
a million votes, has some politi¬ 
cal problems of his own, mostly 
within his own party. When 
Davis ran unsuccessfully against 
Dianne Feinstein in 1992 for the 
Democratic nod for state sena¬ 
tor, his campaign infuriated 
party leaders by running notori¬ 
ous television ads that compared

Feinstein to despised New York 
hotelier and tax evader Leona 
Helmsley. 

Even so, there are many 
Sacramento politicos who say 
that Davis, at age 52, has mel¬ 
lowed and can probably be trust¬ 
ed to run the state in Wilson’s 
absence in an orderly fashion: 
that could make him the obvious 
Democratic Party nominee for 
governor in the future, assuming 
he does not inherit the office by 
way of Wilson being elected to 
national office next year. 
Though Wilson’s aides publicly 
state that they take Davis at his 
word not to make wholesale 
appointments, etc., many of 
these same staffers are privately 
very wary of leaving California 
in the hands of the ambitious 
Davis. Time will tell all, but at 
the very least, Gray Davis’ stint 
as “acting governor” could be a 
taste of things to come. 

Politics and people 

In Hawaii, 3,000 people 
turned out for the annual AIDS 
Walk last Sunday, and raised 
$150,000 for that state’s AIDS 
organizations. 

Although the Montana 
Legislature buckled to public 
outrage from all parts of the 
country as well as in its own 


state and scrapped a provision in 
a sex-offender bill that would 
have required those convicted of 
homosexual acts to register with 
the police, the GOP-controlled 
body refused a proposal to 
repeal the state law that makes 
adult consensual gay sex a 
crime. 

For over two months 
Republicans in the House of 
Representatives have closed 
ranks and demonstrated remark¬ 
able party discipline while mov¬ 
ing ahead with their Contract 
With America. GOP unity is 
starting to crumble, however, as 
young GOP members of the 
House are beginning to ignore 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich. 
They’ve seen the polls showing 
his ratings slipping dramatically. 

And speaking of 
Republicans! Pat Buchanan and 
Representative Robert Dornan 
both announced they will run for 
president in the same week - 
could the Democrats ask for 
anything better? 

The hills are alive: famed les¬ 
bian singer k.d. lang revealed in 
a recent interview that she fanta¬ 
sized about women from an 
early age and the one she was 
most attracted to was - surprise, 
surprise - Maria (Julie 
Andrews) in the swimming-in- 
saccharine The Sound of Music. 
Boring! 

I don’t always agree with the 
views of Independent columnist 
Warren Hinckle, though we’ve 
been friends for years, but his 
recent suggestion that San 
Francisco should consider casi¬ 
no gambling to eliminate its 
constant deficits is an idea I 
have advocated for a long time. 

District Attorney Arlo Smith 
is racking up endorsements from 
nearly everyone in his quest for 
one more term. This man has 
been a friend of the gay and les¬ 
bian community all his adult life 
and clearly deserves our support 
again. 

This might sound like an 
early endorsement (which is 
what it is intended to be), but 
I’m backing Carole Migden and 
Kevin Shelley for San 
Francisco’s two open Assembly 
seats next year. 

While the “Willie for Mayor” 
rumors keep playing out in the 
press, Mayor Frank Jordan is 
quietly going about lining up 
endorsements and raising hefty 
campaign funds. 

The Quote of the Week is 
from Bishop Desmond Tutu, 
the Nobel Prize-winning Angli¬ 
can bishop of Capetown, from 
his sermon at London’s St. 
Martin-in-the-Fields church, in 
which he asked all to help in 
the battle against AIDS: 
“People with AIDS should be 
embraced - literally - not 
rejected as lepers once were. 
Let us all go forth to embrace 
and love and care for those liv¬ 
ing with AIDS.” ▼ 


Pete Wilson Goes to New Hampshire, 
But N .H. Doesn't Reciprocate

Any lesbian who has ever received a mem¬ 
orable love letter and wants to share it - or 
parts of it - with the world now has the 
chance. Author and singer Kay Turner is solic¬ 
iting both recent and historic examples of love 
on the loose for a book she is composing on 
lesbian love letters. 

Turner was recently in San Francisco 
perusing documents on hand at the Gay and 
Lesbian Historical Society. Also the author of 
the 1993 book, / Dream of Madonna: 
Women’s Dreams of the Goddess of Pop, she 
met with the B.A.R. and explained her most 
recent work: “It’s evolved out of my continu¬ 
ing interest in exploring and proclaiming the 
beauty and power of lesbian love,” she said.

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Mickey Mouse Protest

The Walt Disney Company - a paragon of 
“family values” in entertainment - is, ironically, 
under attack by Morality in Media and the 
200,000-member Catholic League. At the cen¬ 
ter of this controversy is Priest , a new film from 
the Disney-owned company, Miramax. 

Scheduled to be released nationwide on 
April 14th, Priest tells the tale of five fictional 
clergy men, two of whom are sexually active. 
One of the “actives” is also gay (a character 
described by Variety 9 s Greg Evans as “a young 
priest coming to grips with his homosexuality.”) 

William Donohue, president of the Catholic 
League, wants Disney to pull the film from dis¬ 
tribution entirely, and he has threatened a 
nationwide boycott and stockholder protest. 
“We can take their Snow White imagery, which 
is already tarnished, and blacken them up a lit¬ 
tle bit,” Donohue said at a recent press confer¬ 
ence. “If Disney gets no resistance from the 
Catholic League and from Catholics around the 
country [over] this film, God knows what we 
can expect in the future.” 

According to Morality in Media’s president, 
Robert Peters, “this movie attacks the Catholic 
Church’s teachings as the cause of the [charac¬ 
ters’] failings and attempts to undermine the 
Church’s moral authority at a time when the 
world needs all the moral help it can possibly 
get. 

“It is not surprising that this movie came 
from Miramax,” Peters added. “That company 
has produced films featuring cannibalism, ani¬ 
mal worship, explicit sex, occultism - you name 
it.” 

Miramax spokesperson Mark Gill has pub¬ 
licly defended the film. According to Gill, the 
characters in Priest are “not satanic figures, but 
real people in a real world.”

Gays on the Guest List 

One of network television’s more inviting 
programs is the new FOX series Party of Five. 
This drama includes the recurring character of 
“Roth,” a gay teacher (played by actor Mitchell 
Anderson). 

Party of Five’s March 15th episode exam¬ 
ined Roth’s efforts to adopt a child. Although he 
encounters the expected resistance, Roth is ulti¬ 
mately successful and brings home a new baby 
daughter, “Tess.” A highlight of the episode is 
an impassioned speech given by “Bailey,” a 
teenage boy and one of the show’s leading char¬ 
acters. Bailey eloquently stands up for Roth in 
an encounter with the skeptical social worker 
who is handling the adoption. 

Party of Five occupies an important time 
slot, following FOX’s popular youth drama 
Beverly Hills, 90210. The character of Roth - as 
a teacher and now a parent - can significantly 
challenge long-standing stereotypes, targeting 
an important segment of the viewing audience 
with affirming messages about lesbians and 
gays. 

Unfortunately, however, the party may soon 
be over. The series is at risk for cancellation, 
and supportive letters are crucial.

Nut a Good B.E.T. 

The Black Entertainment Network (B.E.T.) 
recently re-broadcast an episode of its Comic 
View series, in which viciously homophobic 
“comic” Sheryl Underwood delivers a non-stop 
attack on lesbians and gay men. During her rou¬ 


tine, she rails against equal rights for lesbians 
and gays, shouts that homosexuality must never 
be included in any civil rights movement, and 
concludes her stand-up routine with a “humor¬ 
ous” comparison between gay sex and a well- 
known deodorant commercial. “I’ve got one 
thing to say to the homosexual,” she yells, “the 
penis may be strong enough for a man, but it’s 
made for a woman!” 

Lynne Harris Taylor, “Comic View’s” 
Supervising Producer, sees nothing wrong with 
the whole affair. In response to complaints, 
Taylor has told viewers: “Comedy does not dis¬ 
criminate. Our comics often make fun of ... 
Asian, Hispanic, handicapped, homosexual ... 
and it is all done in fun.” 

Underwood’s brand of “comedy” only per¬ 
petuates the invisibility of people of color in the 
lesbian and gay community, which has to strug¬ 
gle against racism as well as homophobia. And 
that is never fun.

Horowitz and Norton are 
founders of the successful 


Sonoma County Project 10, which 
seeks to support queer school age 
youth and promote greater under¬ 
standing of their identity and fair 
and equal treatment from their 
peers, teachers, and staff. 

Laird and Foster also work 
with youth as founders of 
Positive Images, which gives 
teenagers who may be question¬ 
ing their identity a space to 
work on self-esteem and posi¬ 
tive growth. Miller said. 

Jane Spahr is a well-known 
progressive minister. 

White-Grassa, who headed 
last year’s successful Pride 
Celebration and who was the 
first president of the incorporat¬ 
ed Pride Committee, has provid¬ 


ed extensive therapy for HIV 
patients and has been a tireless 
fundraiser for the HIV 
Complementary Therapy 
Center, Miller said. 

Jim Spahr is a familiar figure 
working in the political area of 
queer civil rights. 

The theme for this year’s 
Sonoma County Pride Parade is 
“Out and Proud.” 

Directors will ask for partic¬ 
ipation and advice in filling six 
vacant director seats. Miller 
said. Volunteers for the big 
event are also needed.T

Presbyterians Celebrate 
A Decade of “More Light”

Celebrating a decade of evolution as a gay-ori¬ 
ented group within Palo Alto’s First Presbyterian 
Church, “More Light” presented history, several 
testimonies on the group’s values, and information 
on present and future activity on Sunday, March 5, 
as part of the church’s ongoing Adult Study series. 

Similar to the Catholics’ “Dignity,” the 
Episcopalians’ “Integrity,” and various “lesbigay” 
organizations in several other denominations. 
More Light has taken its name from a statement by 
English Congregationalist John Robinson, who 
said, “God has more light and truth to bring forth.” 

Robinson’s observation characterizes one 
important contemporary Presbyterian position as a 
“reforming church,” which is transforming itself 
within the changing context of modern life. 

This interpretation was voiced by Derrick 
Kikuchi to explain how the increased acceptance 
of gay and lesbian people is a necessity today, and 
framed such Old Testament proscriptions as “Thou 
shall not lie with a man as with a woman” in the 
context, as part of similar admonishments - some 
of which were even sterner - against food and 
clothing “abominations.” (Those include, among 
other things, lobster and the mixed fibers to which 
the Gap owes most of its success.) 

Kikuchi and his mate, Craig Wiesner, have 
served as chairpersons of the group, which has had 
continuous support from the minister, Diane 
Gibson, and church administrator Marcia Ludwig. 

A wedding, not just a union 

A major goal of More Light is achievement of a 
“wholeness of sexuality,” which would mean an 
acceptance of all human sexual conditions and sit¬ 
uations, including bisexuality and transgendered 
people, as just as worthy as heterosexuals. Toward 
that end there is a strong emphasis on the estab¬ 
lishment of permanent relationships. 

One prime example spotlighted on the program 
was the marriage of Kikuchi and Wiesner. It was 
made quite clear that this was not merely a holy 
union ceremony, but a marriage in all senses of the 


term, affirmed by Reverend Gibson. 

One affecting but humorous aspect was 
Wiesner’s mother’s statement, “It is odd for a 
Jewish mother to be saying this, but I feel my son 
has been bom again!” 

Illustrative of the breadth of acceptance and the 
feeling of warmth in the More Light program was 
the testimony of a young straight couple who are 
engaged but living together without marriage. 

New member Tam Blood was joyous that with¬ 
in this Presbyterian church were people “actually 
working for gay rights.” She was referring to the 
presence of Tom Henderson, husband of Mitzi 
Henderson, currently serving her second term as 
president of the international Parents and Friends 
of Lesbians and Gays. 

A young woman history teacher averred her 
enthusiasm for More Light as an astonishing 
refuge from her Catholic past, which branded les¬ 
bians and gays as criminal as rapists and murder¬ 
ers. 

The meeting concluded with a discussion of 
plans to take part in the annual Gay Pride Festival 
in San Jose in June, an announcement about a 
national conference of More Light chapters in 
Baltimore in April - there are now 63 such groups 
in this country - and a question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion. 

Presbyterians began recognizing the need for 
gay-lesbian inclusion as early as 1974, and work¬ 
ing to find appropriate responses to the vexing 
question, “What can we do about homophobia?” 
Although attempts to ordain gay or lesbian candi¬ 
dates into the church’s ministry met defeat, support 
for such a move remains strong throughout U.S. 
congregations, and the issue is kept alive in study 
committees pledged to thoroughly explore and 
make recommendations. ▼

Alameda County Admits: 

Nobody’s In Charge of Our Personnel Benefits 






PROTECT YOUR LOVED ONES

A former Alameda County 
AIDS Office employee has told 
the Bay Area Reporter he has 
nearly given up all hope county 
officials will reinstate his 
wrongfully canceled life insur¬ 
ance. 

On Monday, March 13 the 
Alameda County board of 
supervisors Personnel, 

Administration and Legislation 
Committee met to come up with 
a final solution for former Ryan 
White program specialist 
Krandall Kraus, which was ter¬ 
minated through bureaucratic 
foul-ups after he went on med¬ 
ical disability last May. 

Kraus told the B.A.R. he had 
arrived at the meeting “some¬ 
what hopeful” the committee 
would tell him it would issue a 
demand that insurance carrier 
Transamerica reinstate his poli¬ 
cy, which was lost through a 
series of increasingly mysteri¬ 
ous bureaucratic glitches. But 
by day’s end the committee 
members merely lobbed the ball 
back to Transamerica and made 
a lukewarm promise to Kraus 
that the county would send a let¬ 
ter of appeal. 

Kraus told the B.A.R. that he 
is not surprised at the commit¬ 
tee’s apathy but was “blown 
away” by a memo passed out at 
the meeting by 

Auditor/Controller Patrick 
O’Connell. Supervisor Wilma 
Chan had stressed it was a new 
attempt by the county to make 
sure no other employees lost 
their insurance as Kraus did, and 
said it had been circulated to all 
departments about their obliga¬ 
tion to educate employees about 
the terms of benefits in the event

of a medical disability. 

In it, O’Connell specifically 
states that his office is not 
responsible for benefits. 

Further, the memo read: “In 
fact no department has been 
given official responsibility or 
staff for benefits administra¬ 
tion.” 

Said Kraus, “This is an 
absolute documented proof that 
there is no mechanism for per¬ 
sonnel.” 

Because Kraus said he metic¬ 
ulously followed the instruc¬ 
tions in the personnel handbook 
(which David Brown, an aide to 
Chan, conceded to the B.A.R. is 
confusing and hard to follow) 
and filled out all the needed 
forms, and because premium 
deductions continued to be 
made from his disability checks, 
he felt sure he had maintained 
coverage - and was completely 
shocked at its cancellation. He 


said O’Connell’s memo was 
“passing the buck.” 

John Iversen, a member of 
the AIDS Advisory Board and 
of ACT UP/East Bay said, 
“They’re screwing Krandall out 
of his life insurance, and this 
issue won’t go away. We expect 
action out of the Office of AIDS 
Administration and the Board of 
Supervisors to ameliorate this 
situation.” 

Unfortunately, with Kraus in 
deteriorating health he is in the 
ironic position of needing his 
insurance more even as he is 
able to fight for it less. “Our 
experience is that when people 
get sick that’s when people real¬ 
ly get taken advantage of. It’s 
really very hard to fight when 
you’re sick,” Iversen told the 
B.A.R. “Patrick O’Connell 
should take more of an advoca¬ 
cy role here.” 

If Transamerica’s reaction to 
the county is negative, Kraus 
said, his next step will be to con¬ 
sult a lawyer with the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel. He could 
have a case: Will Bacon of 
AIDS Benefits Counselors, a 
former benefits manager for var¬ 
ious corporations, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “If those things 
[benefits, requirements, liabili¬ 
ties, and the like] are not com¬ 
municated in a proper fashion, it 
could be a violation of state or 
federal law.” 

Kraus acknowledged he has 
been consulting with an ALRP 
attorney, but has delayed any 
formal action since going before 
the AIDS Advisory Board last 
January. “I wanted to give 
everyone a chance to do the 
right thing.” 

PAL Committee Chair Chan 
(whom Kraus called “very

quiet” during the meeting) com¬ 
mented in an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter, “We want to 
try our best to remedy the situa¬ 
tion,” but she made it clear that 
at this point the county believes 
it is up to the insurance compa¬ 
ny to voluntarily reinstate 
Kraus. “I think we’re waiting to 
see what happens,” she said. 

Kraus said he believes the 
county still has many options at 
their disposal. “We all know that 
they could pressure 
Transamerica into doing this. 
They could say, ‘If you want to 
keep Alameda County business, 
if you want to underwrite the 
thousands of employees we 


send you, you give back this 
man his insurance.’” 

Bacon agreed. He said that as 
a benefits manager he has been 
in the position that Alameda 
County administrators find 
themselves in, and has done his 
share of arm-twisting to lever¬ 
age an insurance company into 
making an exception. “Usually 
when it does happen, it occurs 
when someone on the employ¬ 
er’s side has dropped the ball,” 
said Bacon. 

“They could tell them, ‘I 
don’t care if all the ts are not 
crossed and the is are not dotted, 
allow this person to convert the 
policy.’” T

’95 LAVAs Praise Lesbian 
Leaders and Roberta’s Dress

The third annual LAVA Awards on Saturday, 
March 25 drew roughly 550 lesbians to the Hyatt 
Regency Ballroom to raise money for Bay Area 
Career Women’s A Fund of Our Own. The lovely 
and articulate Joann Loulan helped set the tone of 
the evening, punctuating each introduction with 
historical anecdotes gleaned from her own person¬ 
al experience in the Bay Area lesbian community 
for the past 20-plus years. 

“Everybody being honored here tonight does 
every fucking there is to do,” she said. “We are 
everywhere! No wonder they’re freaked out!” 

In accepting their awards, the six recipients 
underscored the need to continue to agitate in the 
face of unrelenting political pressure from right 
wing Christian factions. They also called for les¬ 
bians to honor their own creative expressions, 
whether in poetry, music, political, or community 
activism. 

Former San Francisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg was lauded for her continuing agita¬ 
tion inside the Clinton administration - and, 
throughout the evening, for her dress. In receiving 
an award for Political Activism, Achtenberg - now 
the Assistant Secretary for Fair Housing and Equal 
Opportunity at the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development in Washington, D.C. - 
told the crowd it was great to be back in the Bay 
Area and paid tribute to attendees Phyllis Lyon and 
Del Martin. Achtenberg told the audience that in 
pondering the recent spate of state initiatives call¬ 
ing for the elimination of gay rights, she thought of 
them. 

“To tell you the truth,” she said, “I think almost 
every day of Phyllis and Del. And the reason they 
come so readily to mind is because they are the liv¬ 
ing example, to me, of what can be achieved if you 
are willing to persevere and recognize that we have 
to be in all of this for the long haul.” 

Tracy Gary, awarded a LAVA for Philanthropic 
Activism, spoke at length about the fundraising 
skills that lesbians need to learn “to transform 
society.” It cannot be left up to mainstream 
grantors, she pointed out, since only a mere .2 per¬ 
cent of all corporate grants go towards gays and 
lesbians. 

With the escalating costs associated with 
opposing anti-gay rights initiatives, Gary told the 
audience, funding sources have to be found outside 
the usual network. A continuing lack of support 
from mainstream foundations represents an addi¬ 


tional reason lesbians need to learn how to raise 
money. A Fund of Our Own distributes awards 
ranging from $500 to $4,000 to projects all over 
the Bay Area. 

Gary observed that although proceeds from 
that night’s ticket sales would net an impressive 
dollar amount, it represents a drop in the bucket 
for the real costs of running a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion. She then put to use the same ploy of evan¬ 
gelical Christians, calling on the crowd to walk up 
to the front podium and drop their donations into 
the bowl. 

Other awardees included: Maria Cora for the 
Arts; Helen Vozenilek for Athletics; Judy Dlugacz 
for Business and Commerce; and Doreena Wong 
for Community Activism. 

Cora said, “We still have a long way to go in 
terms of adding recording work and expanding on 
performance work” and called for an end to sexist 
and homophobic lyrics. After the dinner, Cora’s 
salsa band Orquesta Azucar y Crema provided 
entertainment to an enthusiastic crowd. 

Dlugacz, of Olivia Records and Olivia Cruises, 
took home a Business and Commerce Award after 
quipping that Olivia Records has been in the red 
more than in the black. But the importance of her 
company’s contributions could never be overshad¬ 
owed by a weak bottom line. “We thought we 
could change the world. I think we changed a lot of 
lives,” Dlugacz said of her music company. 

Attorney Wong received the Community 
Activism Award, for breaking barriers for lesbians 
and stereotypes about Asian-American women. 
She said she felt like the movie character Forrest 
Gump and credited her success to merely being in 
the right place at the right time. Wong said that the 
challenge presented by militant factions of the 
right wing in America means that lesbians no 
longer have the luxury of infighting. She added 
that the mere passage of laws is not everything, 
noting that the Brown v. Board of Education deci¬ 
sion has not truly wiped out racial segregation in 
public schools. 

Kathy Bern was also recognized for her work 
with Sappho’s, which has provided many women, 
both gay and straight, with a place to stay. ▼

New Book Exposes Plight of HIVers in the Workplace 


Discrimination American Style

O ver the year and a half 
it took Dr. Jeffrey A. 
Mello to write the 
recently published 
AIDS and the Law of Workplace 
Discrimination (Westview 
Press), he sifted through some 
1,000 court cases to find the 60 
that would eventually form the 
backbone of his book. In what 
may become the primer for 
issues involving the workplace 
and HIV, Mello, 35, an associate 
professor in the School of 
Management at Golden Gate 
University whose specialty is 
employment law, examines how 
the laws intended to protect 
employees with HIV from dis¬ 
crimination have worked or have 
failed to provide protection. He 
also analyzes the Americans 
With Disabilities Act (ADA) and 
offers important policy recom¬ 
mendations for dealing with the 
limitations of the ADA. 

His stated goal is to bring 
“these concerns to the forefront 
in academic circles. I’m finding 
that particularly in these circles 
and in management that people 
are ignoring AIDS ... AIDS dis¬ 
crimination. They don’t see it as 
being important. 

“I’ve decided that - fuck it - 
it’s important to me. I talk about 
this stuff in class, and my stu¬ 
dents understand it’s important. 
I live and teach in San 
Francisco, and most of them 
have been affected by AIDS in 
some way, shape or form, and 
they want to hear about it.” 

Patrick D. Hoctel: What 
inspired all your research and 
led to the book? 

Dr. Jeffrey A. Mello: Number 
one. I’m a gay man, so it’s 
affected me. I’ve done volunteer 
work with AIDS service organi¬ 
zations for almost 10 years. My 
best friend died six years ago 
from AIDS. 

One of the major cases 
regarding discrimination 

involved a neighbor of mine 
when I lived in Boston, and I got 
to see what happened to him 
firsthand, where I would look 
out my kitchen window and see 
some of his co-workers parked 
in a car outside his house harass¬ 
ing him when he walked his dog, 
threatening to lynch him. 

He was suing the company? 
No, no. Simply because he had 
the disease. He was a guy who 
worked for New England 
Telephone, who told his supervisor 
in confidence that he had AIDS. 
The supervisor leaked it all over 
the company, and the co-workers 
went ballistic. This is going back 
quite a bit - 1984, 1985. 

The frosting on the cake was 
the fact that in the area in which 
I’m involved professionally. 
Organizational Behavior and 
Human Resource Management, 
no one was touching it [AIDS 
discrimination], and it’s so, so 
crucial. I go to all these academ¬ 
ic conferences, and there’s noth¬ 
ing about gay issues in the 
workplace, nothing about AIDS. 

Describe how you went 
about doing your research. 

What I did in my research 
was look at every court case that 
has been reported since the 
beginning of the epidemic in 
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and the Law of

1981, though the first case that 
came to court didn’t happen 
until 1984. I looked up the text 
and read through the cases that 
were specifically about employ¬ 
ment discrimination based on 
HIV status. 

I classified all the cases in a 
variety of different ways. The 
first way I separated them was 
by HIV status. And I grouped 
them [according to] people who 
had full-blown AIDS and people 
who had what was at the time 
called ARC [AIDS-Related 
Complex]. Even though the 
clinical definition of ARC is sort 
of passe now, a lot of the cases 
were classified that way. I 
looked at people who were HIV 
positive but asymptomatic. And 
then the fourth group was high- 
risk group members, who in 
many cases were negative or 
hadn’t even been tested at all, 
but were discriminated against 
because they were perceived to 
have HIV. And largely, that 
[fourth group] was pretty much, 
although not exclusively, gay 
men. I studied those four cate¬ 
gories and tried to determine the 
extent to which each of them 
received protection under the 
law, to see if there were any dis¬ 
tinctions between them. 

Then the second way I 
looked at them was at the spe¬ 
cific way the employer discrim¬ 
inated, the specific discrimina¬ 
tory behavior, and grouped the 
cases that way. For example, 
refusal to hire, denial of bene¬ 
fits, harassment and so on. I 
examined each of those behav¬ 
iors and how much the law pro¬ 
tected them. 

Then I went and looked at 
each case based on the defense 
strategy the employer used. In 
some cases they argued that it 
cost too much. In some cases 
they said the employee wasn’t 
protected under the law for one 
reason or another. In another 
case they claimed a fear of con¬ 
tagion. And then I looked at the 
legitimacy of all those different 
defense strategies to see the 
extent to which the courts 
upheld them. 

What were your findings? 
Were there things that were 


shocking or surprising to you? 

One of the things that was a 
point of concern was the inconsis¬ 
tency with which different courts 
were treating cases that were very, 
very similar. For example, there 
was a case in Florida, Severino vs. 
North Fort Myers Fire Control 
District, where a firefighter was 


reassigned from active duty 
because of potential risk of trans¬ 
mission, and the courts upheld 
that. They said that firefighting 
does present a risk. 

The exact same case in 
Washington, D.C., Doe vs. 
District of Columbia, a guy was 
hired for a firefighting position. 


Before he actually started work, 
he told his supervisor, “Look, 
I’m HIV positive. I hope it’s not 
an issue.” He was really upfront 
with it, and they said, “Sorry, we 
can’t hire you.” He sued and he 
won, and that court found there 
was no risk of transmission. 

Some of these cases were 
federal cases, and some were 
state cases. But almost all the 
state laws were modeled after 
the federal law in terms of how 
they defined someone with a 
handicap or disability. Now the 
thing that was difficult about 
that is that before the ADA, the 
federal law we had was called 
the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act, which was passed in 1973. 
Obviously, it did not specifically 
mention AIDS or HIV, because 
they didn’t exist then and could¬ 
n’t be anticipated. So a big issue 
of contention in the courts prior 
to the ADA was “Is HIV infec¬ 
tion a protected handicap?” And 
the courts ruled differently on it. 

The ADA, on the other hand, 
clearly clarifies that HIV is pro¬ 
tected. It doesn’t say so in the 
text of the law, but if you go 
back and look through the 
Congressional Record on the 
debate, someone - I believe it 
was Jesse Helms - asked, “Are 
we going to include people with 
AIDS with this?” And they said, 
“Yes, this is included.” Then he 
said, “What about fags.

The Birth of the B.A.R.

The first issue of the Bay 
Area Reporter rolled off the 
presses April 1,1971. The entire 
front page of the inaugural issue 
was an announcement about 
Circus Circus’s arrival in San 
Francisco; stories on the inside 
pages included gossip columns, 
tales of the best parties from the 
previous weekend, and an arti¬ 
cle reminding the community 
about serious abuses inside the 
county jails and state prisons. 

The first anniversary issue in 
1972 also brought up instances 
of homophobia inside Northern 
California jails. The B.A.R.' s 
page one story about prison con¬ 
ditions this week in 1972, head¬ 
lined “Death at Vacaville” (and 
resting atop a photo of co-pub¬ 
lisher Paul Bentley in drag 
accepting a Golden Award for 
Best News and Information 
Media for 1971), told the story of 
gay inmate Westley Ashmore, 
who hanged himself out of rage 
and frustration with his lot in life. 

Ashmore’s string of bad luck 
began with his arrest for “lewd 
and lascivious conduct” in 
Ventura County, California. He 
was denied parole in 1970 and 
1971, and in 1972 was sent to 
the Vacaville prison’s “P-wing” 
with other men who had been 
caught in gay sex acts. Within 
weeks he learned the parole 
board turned down his release 
for the third year in a row 
because of his “immoral” 
behavior. 

Two days after that, he tore 
sheets from his cell bedding, 
made a noose, and hanged him¬ 
self. 

According to the article by 
Don Jackson, “The Vacaville 
Papers” documenting the 
sequence of events that drove 
Ashmore to an early death 
included official and anecdotal 
records smuggled out of the 
Jenner Homosexual Unit of the 
Department of Corrections 
Medical Facility at Vacaville. 
Among the charges were allega¬ 
tions that prison guards rejected 
Ashmore’s requests to speak 
with a social worker about his 
worsening depression. 

Nothing came of Ashmore’s 
case, but the county did move on 
improving the lot of gay prison¬ 
ers: the San Francisco Council on 
Criminal Justice formed a pas¬ 
toral and social services program 
later that month, and Father 
Robert Richards was asked by 
Sheriff Hongisto to assist openly 
gay or lesbian prisoners inside the 
county’s two jails. 

He had his work cut out for 


him, to put it mildly; the San 
Francisco Examiner tried to dis¬ 
credit Richards (he had been 
imprisoned before for “refusing 
to cooperate with the Selective 
Service laws,” organized the 
first Gay Liberation Front at 
Terminal Island in 1970, and 
had been active in the Gay 
Liberation Movement since 
Stonewall). 

As Richards persevered, he 
discovered that gay prisoners 
were humiliated and confined to 
solitary cells, denied privileges, 
and routinely denied parole 
solely for being gay. Out of the 
1,034 men and 95 women then 
housed inside the San Francisco 
County jails, 33 openly homo¬ 
sexual males were segregated 
into a separate unit, referred to 
as “behind the screen,” named 
for the extra “protective” 
screens placed over the bars. 

In December 1973, gay and 
lesbian activists converged on 
government offices in 
Sacramento and San Francisco 
to protest sanctioned considera¬ 
tion of sexual orientation in 
parole decisions. They also 
called for an end to mistreat¬ 
ment of gay prisoners by guards 
and inmates. 

Lesbians in prison have fared 
somewhat better. In her book 
Odd Girls and Twilight Lovers, 
Lillian Faderman writes how 
easily lesbianism was accepted 
in prison life in the 1930s. 


“From the correctional institu¬ 
tions the argot seems to have fil¬ 
tered into working-class, and 
sometimes middle-class, lesbian 
society.” One of these was 
“trapeze artist,” which meant a 
woman who performed cun- 
nilingus. 

Prisoners have alternately 
gained and lost civil rights 
inside the penal system. Prison 
life has never been designed for 
maximum comfort, but The 
Advocate reported in November 
1989 that society is still deter¬ 
mined to make it worse for gays. 
A Texas HIV-positive inmate 
was sentenced to life after he 
was convicted of spitting in a 
guard’s face. 

Both the B.A.R. and ACT UP 
have refocused attention on con¬ 
ditions at Vacaville in recent 
years, particularly after a rash of 
deaths of HIV-positive inmates 
inside their cells (four in one 
week in 1993) and the warden, 
James Gomez, blocked early 
compassionate release of dying 
prisoners. A hospice for dying 
convicts was finally instituted at 
Vacaville, but prisoners have 
told the B.A.R. it has only slight¬ 
ly improved the lot of HIV-pos¬ 
itive inmates there. T

involved in AIDS fundraising is dwindling any¬ 
way, because people are simply “AIDSed out,” 
Silverman said. 

And while some non-profit research founda¬ 
tions, such as the March of Dimes and others, may 
have enough reserves to equal a year’s expenses, 
AmFAR doesn’t have enormous cash reserves, he 
said, because the organization decided early on 
that the money it raised needed to go immediately 
to the front-line research efforts. 

Programs targeted for reduction include 
research support into the efficacy of needle 
exchange programs as a tool for reducing the 
spread of HIV among injection users. 

In some cases around the country, the AmFAR 
research support of a needle exchange program 
may be the program’s only financial support. 

“While we are not a support organization, the 


studies have provided a means for collecting data 
about the efficacy of needle exchange on sero-con- 
version,” Silverman told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The decision to reduce the operating budget 
was made by the foundation’s board of directors, 
which includes San Francisco Health Department 
Commissioner and AIDS activist Mike Shriver, 
and gay civic leader and philanthropist James 
Hormel. 

“AmFAR’s board of directors is committed to 
strengthening the foundation in order to redouble 
its historic, long-term commitment to fighting 
against AIDS. We believe the planned reduction 
will allow the foundation to grow from a position 
of fiscal strength in the future,” Silverman said. 

Silverman said that AmFAR would continue to 
support its community-based clinical trials pro¬ 
gram. 

“Community-based research is an innovative 
approach to finding effective treatments for AIDS, 
and it increases patient access to promising exper¬ 
imental treatments,” he said. ▼

to the public. 

Because “an estimated 
18 million [gallonsl of 
turgid water was recently 
released in to the Hetch 
HetchfyJ water system, 
which supplies drinking 
water to 1.5 [million] Bay 
Area residents,” according 
to the resolution, and 
because “California health 
officials cited Hetch Hetchy 
for two violations of unsafe 
drinking water within one 
week,” Migden’s proposal 
calls for public notices for 
conditional boiling of water 
if a contamination risk is 
present. 

“We don’t want to create 
unwarranted alarm, but it 
seems advisable to be espe¬ 
cially cautious in communi¬ 
ties where there is a high 
prevalence of people with 
compromised immune sys¬ 
tems,” Migden said. 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
also warned against hysteria 
at the hearing. 

Brian Jones of Clean 
Water Action (CWA), a safe 
drinking water coalition, 
said the non-profit coalition 
now has 700,000 members 
nationwide and 70,000 
members in the Bay Area. 
CWA thinks Cryptosporidi¬ 
um poses a very real threat 
to the health and well-being 
of the people of San 
Francisco which cannot be 
ignored, Jones said. 

“An outbreak of Crypto 
in San Francisco would be 
doubly disastrous, as the 
laiatityihas-a higfcpopulatioO'Of 
persons with compromised 
immune systems who are 
often fatally affected by the 
disease,” Jones told supervi¬ 
sors. “Merely because there 
has been no outbreak in the 
past, it does not mean there 
could not be one in the 
future.” Jones told supervi¬ 
sors that more public educa¬ 
tion is needed. 

Public officials reiterated 
previous statements that city 
water is safe. Anson Moran, 
general manager of the 
Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion, again said San 
Francisco has been proac¬ 
tive, regularly testing the 
water supply for 
Cryptosporidium - along 
with other parasites - since 
the mid 1980s. The city has 
a disease surveillance pro¬ 
gram that will detect “low 
level” outbreaks of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in immuno¬ 
compromised persons, 
Moran said. 

Dr. Francis Taylor, direc¬ 
tor of the Bureau of 
Communicable Disease 
Control for the San 
Francisco Department of 
Public Health, again said 
that Crypto can be transmit¬ 
ted by means other than 
water including interperson¬ 
al contact, exposure to feces 
of infected animals, and on 
unwashed farm produce. 

Clifford Bowen, senior 
sanitary engineer for the 
California Department of 
Health, and Dr. Steve 
Leonard, program manager 
for Hetch Hetchy, also 
answered questions from 
supervisors. 

Jones later told the 
B.A.R. he felt the hearing 
was “starting a process.” If 


there is no federal protective 
standard for Cryptosporidi¬ 
um, he said, “Then let’s get 
a standard.” 

And among other recom¬ 
mendations he urged that 
“filtration systems should 
be used for water sources 
which are currently not fil¬ 
tered.” 

Jones told the B.A.R. that 
East Bay Municipal Utilities 
District (EB MUD) was far 
ahead of San Francisco in 
terms of water standards 
already adopted. 

Personal testimony 

The most compelling tes¬ 
timony came from Allen 
Harris, who spoke as a per¬ 
son with Cryptosporidiosis. 
The 38-year-old impeccably 
groomed registered nurse 
acknowledged that he found 
it embarrassing to discuss 
such a highly personal mat¬ 
ter but he felt compelled to 
do so. Now, he said, he lives 
“between the sofa and the 
bathroom” with 12 or 18 
bowel movements per day. 

Harris recalled being 
hospitalized for two weeks 
last October, during which 
he watched his hospital 
roommate - a man in his 
early 30s who had been 
abandoned by a lover 
because “he couldn’t deal 
with it” - die a horrible and 
painful death. 

“A few nights, in Ihe 
middle of the night, we had 
some heavy duty conversa¬ 
tions relating to the pain, to 
the diarrhea, and the psy¬ 
chological problems associ¬ 
ated with it. 

“It’s a disease that not 
one - - more person should 
have to get,” Harris said. 

In an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter after the 
hearing Harris gave addi¬ 
tional details on what he 
called “the worst AIDS- 
related death.” He acknowl¬ 
edged having had AIDS for 
a number of years, but said. 
“I’d been fine until the 
Crypto hit,” and has been 
taking morphine for the pain 
since November. “Crypto is 
painful, exhausting, and 
humiliating,” he said. “It’s 
terrible. I don’t want to die 
that way.” 

Despite Taylor’s asser¬ 
tion that most Crypto is 
transmitted sexually, Harris 
said as a registered nurse he 
normally follows safe sex 
practices and stated. “It is 
my assumption I got it from 
the water supply. 

“It provides another rea¬ 
son to practice safe sex,” he 
said. “We should all be con¬ 
cerned about Crypto, regard¬ 
less of our HIV status.” 

Finally, Harris told the 
B.A.R.. “It is kind of ironic 
that I was a research nurse - 
a study coordinator - with a 
study that included Crypto. 
Three years ago I watched 
people die of it. I watched 
them slowly waste away and 
die. They were incontinent 
on cars and buses, and so 
they were limited as to what 
they could do. 

“I was thinking, ‘God, 
please don’t let me get that 
disease,’ and now I have it.” ▼

Oregon TV TV Wins $2500, 
Free Ads in Transit Settlement 
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Snickers has the last laugh: Oregon cable TV TV personality 
Snickers LaBarr won a lawsuit against the transit company 
that refused to run her poster.

PORTLAND - “Snickers 
LaBarr,” a popular female 
impersonator who has a local 
public access cable television 
show, has settled a legal battle 
with Tri-County Metropolitan 
Transportation District (Tri- 
Met) over his unsuccessful 
attempt to place a poster ad on a 
bus. 

In a landmark case for local 
mass transit advertising, Jerry 
A. Kallioinen, the real person 
behind the Snickers LaBarr per¬ 
sona, received $2,500, in addi¬ 
tion to the placement of ten 
signs on Tri-Met buses for a 
one-month period for no charge. 
The signs appeared on buses 
from February 15 through 
March 15. 

Kallioinen had originally 
submitted a proposed bus adver¬ 
tisement to Obie Media Corp., 
the contractual advertising 
agency for Tri-Met. He said he 
could only afford to pay for one 
ad poster for a period of 30 
days, which would have cost 
about $270 plus the ad’s produc¬ 
tion costs. 

Last September, after the 
proposed ad went all the way to 
Tri-Met’s board of directors, 
Obie rejected it, allegedly 
because it violated unspecified 
“family values.” There was no 
nudity, and nothing obscene or 
tasteless about the submitted 
poster ad. 

After Tri-Met’s refusal, 
Kallioinen filed, a, complaint of 
unlawful practice with the Civil 
Rights Division of the Oregon 
Bureau of Labor and Industries. 
At that time, Kallioinen stated 
that Obie had not provided him 
with a “family values” policy, 
nor did Obie offer any sugges¬ 
tions how the ad could conform 
with said policy. 

The complaint alleged public 
accommodation discrimination 
on the basis of sex and per¬ 
ceived sexual orientation. In 


part, it stated: “I believe my 
advertisement was rejected due 
to the fact that I am a male who 
performs dressed as a female. 
My advertisement adhered to 
Tri-Met’s contract with 
Respondent.” 

Kallioinen was represented by 
openly gay Portland attorney 
(and State Representative) 
George Eighmey, who took the 
case on a pro bono basis. The 
attorney met personally with Tri- 
Met General Manager Tom 
Walsh to discuss nondiscrimina¬ 
tion policies, as part of the settle¬ 
ment. Eighmey was also success¬ 
ful in getting Tri-Met to “draft an 
advertising policy in substantial 
compliance with the constitution¬ 
al protection provided in the First 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution. The intent of this 
policy is to prevent a similar 
denial of advertising on Tri-Met’s 
vehicles as occurred between 
Complainant, Obie and Tri-Met.” 


Eighmey said that the results 
of the settlement were better 
than expected. “I am especially 
pleased with the effort that Tri- 
Met has given towards adopting 
a new policy regarding discrim¬ 
ination on the basis of sexual 
orientation,” he said. 

Kallioinen told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he is extremely 
pleased with the outcome, and 
that he has received tremendous 
support and praise for his suc¬ 
cessful fight. He is currently 
employed as an instructor at 
Milwaukee Beauty School, but 
hopes to have his own commer¬ 
cial talk show in the future. V

Report On Safe Sex Epidemic Threshold: 

What A Difference One Contact Makes

A new Columbia University study statis¬ 
tically highlights the future progression of 
AIDS and shows the narrowness of the line 
between getting a handle on the epidemic 
and allowing it to wipe out the community. 

Martina Morris and Laura Dean, authors 
of “Effect of Sexual Behavior Change on 
Long-term HIV Prevalence Among 
Heterosexual Men,” used the “epidemic 
threshold” model to predict the future of 
AIDS in the gay community in New York 
City. The epidemic threshold is the point at 
which the average infected person infects 


exactly one other person. Anything below 
the epidemic threshold and infection rates 
will steadily decline. 

Morris and Dean found that gay male 
New Yorkers averaged 11 unprotected sexu¬ 
al contacts every year before the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. By 1991, after years of aggressive 
educational campaigns, the number had fall¬ 
en to just one. The purpose of their research 
was to determine if that level of safe sex 
behavior is low enough to substantially alter 
infection rates. 

The report indicates that if the communi¬ 
ty simply maintains its current behavior, 
even without a vaccine or a cure, it is well on 


its way toward controlling the disease. 
According to the report, if gay men have an 
average of just one unsafe contact every 
year, HIV infection rates will fall from 
today’s astronomical 40 percent to five per¬ 
cent in the year 2030. 

But it also highlights how even a very 
slight shift in current behavior can change the 
future for the worse: if gay men remain just 
above the threshold, the glide path toward 
eradication is reversed and infection will rise. 

According to the report, an average of 
two unsafe contacts every year will mean 
that approximately 65 percent of gay men 
will be HIV-positive by 2030. ▼

When Is It Appropriate To Be Naive?

ost people who are infected 

with HIV quickly become 
| familiar with their CD4 and 

CD8 cell counts and the ratio 
between the two sets of cells. They quick¬ 
ly learn that HIV is a virus that infects 
CD cells and that they can expect to lose 
large numbers of CD4 cells if they expe¬ 
rience disease progression. CD4 cell 
counts have been used for many years :as 
“surrogate markers” to gauge the progres¬ 
sion of HIV disease and to attempt to pre¬ 
dict who will thrive and who will not do 
well. CD4 counts are also used as end¬ 
points in clinical studies of drugs with 
anti-HIV properties. Unfortunately, CD4 
cell counts are frequently unreliable: 
some people with very few or no CD4 
cells seem to do quite well, while others 
whose counts are in the hundreds suc¬ 
cumb to one opportunistic infection after 
another. 

Researchers have been attempting to 
devise better ways to track the effects of 
HIV on the immune system and on the 
body and have proposed direct measure¬ 
ments of viral load, such as QC PCR 
(polymerase chain reaction) and b-DNA 
(branched DNA) assays for such purpose. 
The utility of direct measures of the 
amount of virus each individual carries is 
clear: it should be easier and faster to 
determine if a given drug has an effect on 
HIV in an individual. It is important to 
remember that these tests measure virus 


levels, not the responses that the immune 
system makes to the presence of the virus 
nor how effective that response might be. 
Information about the immune system 
needs to be inspected. 

So far, QC PCR and b-DNA tests are 
not widely available and are very 
expensive. Furthermore, people with 
HIV and their physicians rightly ask if 
such tests are clinically relevant. Do 
they help us make treatment decisions? 
Will these predict the appearance of 
opportunistic infections? Is there not a 
cheaper, more accessible test? Is the 
information that is already collected 
about CD4 and CD8 counts and ratios 
really irrelevant? If so, how can it be 
made more relevant? 

During a recent Stanford Medical 
School clinical study of the effects on 
HIV positive people of N-acetyl cysteine 
(NAC)7, an antioxidant. Dr. Mario 
Roederer chose to analyze blood samples 
for subsets of CD8 cells. He made some 
surprising findings that will be revealed 
next month in the Journal of Clinical 
Investigation. CD8 cells are responsible 
for targeting and destroying virally 
infected cells, including CD4 cells infect¬ 
ed with HIV. Numerous studies indicate 
that there are high levels of CD8 cells 
during the asymptomatic period of HIV 
disease, then levels fall as disease pro¬ 
gresses. Roederer has shown that this is 
not the entire picture: an entire subset of 
CD8 cells is missing in HIV positive indi¬ 
viduals. What does this mean and how 
can it be fixed? 


Roederer explains that there are two 
classes of T-cells, naive or ’’uncommit¬ 
ted” T-cells and memory T-cells. Memory 
T-cells have had an encounter with an 
antigen, or a foreign substance in the 
body, and have committed their resources 
to combating only that antigen and no 
other. Naive T—cells have not yet seen an 
enemy, and can recognize and respond to 
new disease-causing pathogens when 
they enter the body. Without naive T- 
cells, the body has no way to recognize 
and defend against a bacterium, fungus or 
other microbe that has not been encoun¬ 
tered before. It is easy to see how an 
absence of naive T-cells makes people 
with HIV more vulnerable to opportunis¬ 
tic infections than HIV people. 

Why is there a decline in the number 
of naive T-cells over the course of pro¬ 
gressive HIV disease? Perhaps the first 
antigen that is encountered by these cells 
is HIV, which is directly lethal to the 
cells. Perhaps the constant state of alert 
that characterizes the immune systems of 
most people with HIV disease brings 
about a rapid conversion from naive to 
memory status. Or it may be that some¬ 
how, HIV is able td block the generation 
of naive T-cells and thus sets up the con¬ 
ditions for increased susceptibility to new 
infections. 

Vaccination is a method of coaching 
the immune system to respond to a dis¬ 
ease that the system has not seen yet. It is 
logical to predict that, without naive T- 
cells, vaccines will not be able create the 
memory cells that remember antigens and 


stand ready to fight them if they should 
reappear The vaccines will not work. 
Roederer reasons that vaccine trial partic¬ 
ipants should be screened to see if they 
have enough naive T-cells to allow the 
vaccine to do its job. 

Where can people get measures of 
their naive T-cells? At present, only the 
Hersenberg laboratory at Stanford 
Medical School is set up to measure naive 
and memory T-cells. While most com¬ 
mercial clinical laboratories are looking 
for CD4 and CD8 markers to distinguish 
between T-helper and T-suppressor cells, 
Roederer goes one step further. He looks 
for the markers on T-cells that show 
whether the cell is a naive or memory 
cell. It is only a question of recalibrating 
the tools that are currently used to mea¬ 
sure CD4 and CD8 populations and 
learning a new technique before most 
labs could provide naive vs. memory 
ratios and absolute counts. Before that 
will happen, other researchers will need 
to validate the technique and decide what 
the values mean to clinicians. This work 
is expected to begin very quickly after the 
publication of the original research next 
month . T

pedophiles, and transsexuals?” 
He really started getting ridicu¬ 
lous. They clearly articulated 
that no, those people aren’t pro¬ 
tected because it’s not consid¬ 
ered a handicap, but HIV is. 
Quite ironically, even though he 
was trying to get an exclusion 
for HIV-positive people, he got 
the tables turned on him. 

A few of the cases that were 
disturbing were where the 
courts weren’t able to address 
the discrimination because the 
plaintiff, the employee who had 
brought the case, died before 
they had been heard. There was 
one case where a Raytheon 
employee, a man named John 
Chadbourne, sued the company, 
and the decision was rendered 
three years after his death. In the 
transcripts the lawyers for the 
company had told them [the 
court lawyers] to basically beg 
for time, to stall, because sooner 
or later, he’ll get to be so sick 
that there’ll be no remedy. That 
actually became public, and I’d 
be willing to bet that it’s hap¬ 
pened in a number of other 
cases - that the company 
lawyers advised to beg for time 
and wait it out. Chadbourne’s 
estate, as in so many cases, 
wound up handling the discrim¬ 
ination claims. 

An enormous problem with 
all the laws, the ADA in particu¬ 
lar, is that the judicial process is 
so, so time-consuming and 
stressful. Employers and 
lawyers can make you jump 
through flaming hoops con¬ 
stantly, throw up obstacles, 
appeal decisions - you can keep 
appealing until the cows come 
home. 

It costs a lot of money, too, 
and if you have been denied 
employment or dismissed from 
your job, you don’t have a 
whole hell of a lot of financial 
resources to be throwing away 
on lawyers charging a couple 


hundred dollars an hour. And if 
by the time your case is heard, 
you’re too ill to go to work, then 
it serves little purpose. You may 
get punitive damages and court 
and legal fees, but this whole 
time you have been deprived of 
income, health benefits and so 
on. If the employer’s truly 
despicable, he’ll keep getting 
extensions until the employee 
finally gets very sick. It sucks 
big time. 

You said that there’s been a 
lot of inconsistencies in the 
court decisions involving AIDS 
discrimination in the work¬ 
place, but, generally, do you 
think the laws have been work¬ 
ing? 

Prior to the ADA, it was a 
crapshoot. If you happened to 
get a friendly judge or a judge 
who was open to the issues. ... 
But there was, for instance, a 
case in Texas, Brunner vs. Al 
Attar. A woman who worked in 
the office of an auto dealership 
volunteered at an AIDS service 
organization, and her employer 
fired her because he was afraid 
she was going to come down 
with AIDS and infect him and 
his family. The courts upheld 
that! They said she had no pro¬ 
tection because she didn’t have 
AIDS herself. She was what 
they call “an employee at will,” 
and he could fire her for any rea¬ 
son. 

As to whether people have 
generally been protected, I did 
find an overwhelming trend in 
my research, which is that the 
states that have passed laws that 
prohibit discrimination based on 
sexual orientation have been 
much more forthright in protect¬ 
ing the rights of people with 
HIV. There are a number of 
cases where the employee had 
not presented an HIV-positive 
test result, and because of that, 
the court said, “You’re not cov¬ 
ered under disability or handi¬ 
cap protection legislation. All 
you’ve established is that you’re 
a gay male, and the state doesn’t 


provide any protection against 
sexual orientation, so your 
employer hasn’t broken the 
law.” 

There was a case, Petri vs. 
Bank of New York. Petri was 
involved, had a relationship, 
with another employee of the 
bank, who had died of AIDS. 
Obviously, Petri was suspected 
of potentially having it, but the 
only thing that was established 
was that he was gay. The bank 
fired him, and when he sued, he 
had no leg to stand on because 
he hadn’t presented an HIV-pos¬ 
itive test result [to his employ¬ 
er]. That was an alarming trend 
in a number of cases. If you’d 
presented test results, you were 
protected. If you hadn’t, forget 
it. 

So there’s definitely an 
incentive for someone who’s 
tested positive to tell their 
employer. Of course, it’s a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword, because 
despite the fact that you get pro¬ 
tection from discrimination, 
there are a million ways that 
employers can dance around 
that and make your life miser¬ 
able. Bottom line is if a compa¬ 
ny wants to get rid of you, they 
can find a way to do it legally. 

Since the passage of the 
ADA, has there been a real 
change in court rulings? 

We’re waiting to see on that, 
because there have only been a 
couple of cases that have come 
up under the ADA and they 
haven’t broken any new ground. 
They just reiterated some things 
that were handled under the pre¬ 
vious laws. 

The big issue with the ADA 
is that there are a whole number 
of loopholes in it, and the single 
biggest problem is that the ADA 
exempts insurers from its provi¬ 
sions. In other words, if you’re 
an insurance company, you can 
discriminate because it’s part of 
the underwriting process in 
assessing risks. The big issue 
becomes what happens when

QUEER WATCH 


Flight to Fantasy

Some national gay maga¬ 
zines have declared a new trend: 
a flight of homosexuals to the 
suburbs. The traditional gay 
ghettos, according to these 
reports, are emptying fast as 
queers flee their pricey premises 
in pursuit of the safety and com¬ 
fort of suburbia. The belief in 
this supposed demographic shift 
really represents a flight to fan¬ 
tasy, wishful thinking by advo¬ 
cates of assimilation, as well as 
a blatant bid for mainstream 
advertising dollars. 

Mind you, I don’t actually 
buy these glossy rags, but I 
always respond to their “try- 
one-issue-free” come-ons. I’ve 
been flooded by these since I 
signed the damned list at the last 
March on Washington. “We 
need your name to get an accu¬ 
rate count,” the parade func¬ 
tionary insisted, brandishing a 
clipboard. “Bullshit,” my part¬ 
ner answered. “You’re just 
going to sell our names to mer¬ 
chandisers.” I signed; he didn’t, 
and I’ve been buried under 
Lavender Junk Mail ever since, 
plus the March organizers never 
did get around to releasing that 
supposedly essential head 
count. 

By chance I got issues of two 
magazines - the Los Angeles- 
based Advocate and the New 


York City-based Out - on the 
same day. It was hard to tell 
them apart; both had articles on 
the gay flight to the suburbs, and 
both had a Gingrich on the cover 
(one had Newt, the other his les¬ 
bian sister Candace). Did one 
mag copy the other? Do they 
really share such a narrow mind¬ 
set? Or were both responding to 
pressures from advertisers to 
reach out to suburban buyers? 

I’m rarely satisfied with 
media portrayals of gays and 
PWAs, and I expect a certain 
minimum amount of distortion 
in the mainstream press. But I 
was alarmed to see such warped 
and inaccurate representation of 
queers in gay magazines. Either 
they’re shamelessly pursuing 
advertising dollars or, even 
more upsetting, they’re badly 
out of touch with the communi¬ 
ty they supposedly represent 
and serve. Their “flight to sub¬ 
urbia” articles tell us a lot more 
about the illusions and assump¬ 
tions of the publishers of the gay 
slicks than they do about the 
demographics of the gay and 
lesbian community. 

Low-rent queers 

It’s true that gay and lesbian 
couples who want to buy a home 
often find that the local gay 
ghetto is far too expensive. 
These ghettos usually start out 
as marginal bohemian neighbor¬ 


hoods. A few queers buy in 
early, and following on the heels 
of tasteful shops and restau¬ 
rants, the region “gentrifies” at 
amazing speed. The lucky 
homos who bought in at the 
beginning of the process reap 
huge gains in equity, but the 
late-comers are likely to find 
themselves locked out of the 
market. 

When my partner and I went 
house hunting, it was clear from 
the start that the Castro was out 
of the question for us. None of 
the dozen or so local homo 
homeowners I know bought into 
the Castro or ever considered it

a serious possibility. 

But home-buying queer cou¬ 
ples are, obviously, a pretty 
small subset of the general com¬ 
munity. This salient detail was 
largely overlooked in both mag¬ 
azines’ articles. Lavender 
Dollarists simply don’t care 
about low-rent queers; only the 
A-gays have large enough dis¬ 
cretionary incomes to interest 
the advertisers they seek. The 90 
percent or so of the gay commu¬ 
nity that can’t even consider 
buying a house is simply invisi¬ 
ble to them. 

Gay youth are also invisible

to them, and both articles ignore 
the most prominent fact relating 
to gays and the suburbs: namely 
that the former flee the latter as 
soon as we have the resources to 
do so. The overwhelming 
majority of gay and lesbian 
teenagers reared in the suburbs 
head for their local Gay Urban 
Mecca like bats out of hell when 
they come of age, and they 
never look back. 

They do this for a number of 
reasons, but mostly because of 
the stultifying uniformity 
demanded by suburban commu¬ 
nities. The A-gays interviewed 
for the magazine articles had no 
trouble fitting into their quaint 
neighborhoods, but that was 
because all of them were white, 
middle-aged, middle-class and 
assimilato. Housing prices may 
lure such homosexuals to the 
’burbs, but just about everything 
else drives just about everyone 
else to the relative shelter of the 
ghetto. 

Assimilato A-gays 

The queer community has for 
some time been vacillating 
between a pressure to assimilate 
and an urge to separate. A cul¬ 
ture too adept at assimilation 
soon ceases to exist, but one too 
resistant to it risks devolving 
into an isolated backwater. Gays 
and lesbians have the additional 
issue of the closet, the ultimate 
in assimilation and invisibility. 
It is difficult to strike a stable 
compromise between the 
integrity and openness of sepa¬ 
ration and the comfort and ben¬ 
efits of assimilation. 

Every homosexual seeks 
their own personal balance, 
some with more success than 
others. But the rules are set by 
the larger culture, which some¬ 
times scorns our attempts to 
assimilate. Within that frame¬ 
work, the gay community has 
tilted first one way and then 
another. At its inception at 
Stonewall in 1969, the gay com¬ 
munity was blatantly national¬ 
ist; indeed, it could scarcely 
have forced its way into exis¬ 
tence if it hadn’t been. 

By the mid-70s the balance 


swung the other way, as integra- 
tionist hopes swelled and pro¬ 
gay legislation was launched. 
But Anita Bryant and the assas¬ 
sination of Harvey Milk 
reversed that trend by the end of 
the decade. This surge of 
activism and gay nationalism 
faded under the pall of the 
Reagan years and devastation 
wreaked by AIDS. By the mid- 
80s gay activism looked dead 
forever. 

Then ACT UP burst on the 
scene, a backlash against the 
growing repression fueled by 
the fact that thousands of sup¬ 
posedly well-assimilated estab¬ 
lishment queers suddenly found 
themselves forcibly ejected 
from the mainstream by their 
HIV status. A queer national 
upsurge ensued, as homosexual 
hopes of assimilation dimmed. 
In the past few years, the bal¬ 
ance has been shifting back 
toward attempts at integration, 
despite a lack of support from 
the general political climate. 

This struggle to find a bal¬ 
ance is a difficult one, and the 
publishers of the gay slicks 
make a mockery of the task by 
plumping, without reservation 
or consideration, entirely on the 
side of assimilation. The simple 
fact is that their advertisers want 
assimilato readers, not national¬ 
ists. The income to be had from 
pushing rainbow paraphernalia 
is dwarfed by the profits which 
flow from pushing booze, cars 
and cigarettes. 

This has forced the publish¬ 
ers of the gay slicks to choose 
between pleasing the readers 
and pleasing the advertisers, and 
it’s painfully apparent where 
they ended up. The net result is 
magazines that appeal to 
straight advertisers a lot more 
than they do to gay readers. 
Ghetto-dwelling, nationalistic 
queers are simply not interested 
in a collection of slick ads gar¬ 
nished with mainstream pap. 
And assimilato A-gays, one pre¬ 
sumes, can simply subscribe to 
Better Homes and Gardens 
and/or Sunset directly rather 
than to some lavender-tinted 
imitation of them. ▼

the employer and the insurer are 
one and the same. 

What a lot of smaller compa¬ 
nies are doing now, because 
health insurance costs are so 
exorbitant, is that they’re pro¬ 
viding their own insurance. 
They’re becoming what we call 
self-insured employers. So now 
the ADA says, “Employer, you 
can’t discriminate, but insurer, 
you can.” When the employer is 
also the insurer, there are ways 
of working around the law. 

Unfortunately, there was a 
landmark case that the Supreme 
Court refused to hear a year ago, 
a Texas case once again, 
McGann vs. H & H Music Co. 
The employer put a cap of, I 
believe, $5,000 on AIDS-related 
benefits and treatments after an 
employee had come down with 
the disease. The employee sued, 
but the courts basically said that 
the employer wasn’t breaking 
the law because another law that 
covers employee benefit plans, 
ERISA (Employee Retirement 
Income Security Act), says that 
benefits are at the discretion of 
the employer and any employer 
can change them or cancel them 


at any time, for any reason. 
Believe it or not. 

Are we in a kind of limbo 
because of the Supreme Court 
refusal to hear the McGann 
case? 

Absolutely. If you pick up 
legal/law review articles that 
deal with this, they’ll begin by 
basically saying, “Someone 
please step in and give us some 
direction, because this is a huge 
oversight in the law that wasn’t 
addressed.” 

This seems to aid and abet 
the whole inconsistency prob¬ 
lem. Any judge or jury could go 
in any direction they wanted. 

It’s true. Fortunately, in the 
Bay Area, we’re pretty insulated 
from that. For the most part our 
large employers, and even some 
of the smaller ones, are very 
gay-friendly, AIDS-friendly, 
and they’re not going to screw 
anyone over. Employers will do 
things here that they’re not 
required to do by law. However, 
when you get to North Carolina, 
Texas, Iowa, you’re fucked. One 
thing I’ve found living in San 
Francisco is that some of us take 
for granted how many of our 
freedoms and liberties are guar¬ 
anteed. T

Gay and Lesbian Task Force leader 
Melinda Paras, who called the measure 
“unprecedented in its extreme persecu¬ 
tion of gay men and lesbians.” 

“Our phones were ringing off the hook 
as gay men and lesbians around the 
nation woke to the horrifying news that a 


state legislative body was moving to 
swiftly target them for monitoring and 
registration by police,” Paras said. 

In San Francisco, NGLTF media 
spokesman Robert Bray mobilized a 
major West Coast media response and 
alerted thousands of American Online 
subscribers to protest the measure. Angry 
lesbian and gay activists around the coun¬ 
try mobilized phone tree, e-mail, and fax 
campaigns to register their outrage with 


Montana legislators. 

The day after the initial Senate action 
Governor Marc Raciot announced that he 
would veto the bill; by that time, accord¬ 
ing to state legislative officials, protest 
calls had overwhelmed the state’s ability 
to conduct its legislative affairs. 

At the height of the protest, Raciot’s 
office was receiving more than 100 tele¬ 
phone calls an hour, many of them calls 
from the media. 


Activists who called Montana officials 
also told them a boycott of the state was 
imminent - as were plans by radical 
activists to visit the state en masse and 
demand to be registered under the measure. 

After the anti-gay measure was 
reversed. Supervisor Carole Migden told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the measure 
was defeated because it “was uncon¬ 
scionable and absolutely unacceptable to 
the majority of Americans.” ▼

I n a 1975 review of the film The Stepford Wives, 
film critic Pauline Kael wrote, “The idea of a 
quiet, undeclared all-out war of men against 
their wives has perverse charm, and satirical 
possibilities leap to mind.” Naturally, Kael proceed¬ 
ed to rip the film to shreds because it took itself too 
seriously. Which makes one wonder what Kael 
would think of local theater wizard Tony Vaguely’s 
stage version of The Stepford Wives, which comes to 
life at the New Conservatory Theatre next week 
under the auspices of his alternative performance 
troupe. The Sick and Twisted Players. 

How the show will fare critically is anybody’s 
guess, but one thing is for certain: nobody will 
accuse Vaguely’s production of taking itself too seri¬ 
ously.

Acclaimed Lesbian Author Calls Work Experimental 


The Gifts of Rebecca Brown 


by Lucy Jane Bledsoe 


fter reading several 
. Rebecca Brown books 
l with dark themes of 
betrayal and corruption, one 
can’t help but conjure an image 
of the woman as being smart, 
real smart, deadly serious, 
maybe, with a postmodern twist. 

Meeting her in person is a 
surprise. Though she’s as 
intense as her fiction, her play¬ 
ful humor, wiry energy, and pas¬ 
sion for lesbo punk bands is 
downright charming. “I’m the 
world’s biggest Team Dresch 
fan,” Brown says. “And Girl 
With a Hundred Heads is totally 
great. Oh, yeah, Bikini Kill and 
Hole are also great.” 

The breadth of Brown’s 
knowledge, from ’90s lesbo 
punk music to world history, 
and her ability to cut through 
layers of information to what 
really matters, are what make 
Brown’s work brilliant. 

Her most recent novel. The 
Gifts of the Body 
(HarperCollins, 1994), which 
has just been announced as a 
finalist for the Lambda Book 
Award, is a stunningly simple 
book about the enormous topic 
of death. Death is easiest to 
think about, to write about, in 
broad spiritual terms. But 
Brown doesn’t pussyfoot 
around on the much-trod spiritu¬ 
al plain. Instead, the story’s nar¬ 
rator, a caregiver for people with 
AIDS, becomes intimate with 
the details of (failing) bodily 
functions. She relates each tear, 
each drop of sweat, each flutter¬ 
ing eyelash, each breath drawn, 
each pill swallowed. 

The beauty of Gifts is that it 
tells the truth about death. And 
in so doing, it turns the misery 
of death on its head, reminding 
us not just what there is to lose 
but what gifts we the living 
have, gifts so transparent they 
are often taken for granted. 
Anyone who has watched a 
friend die will be grateful for 
Brown’s detailed honesty, the 
calm simplicity of her narrator’s 
compassion, in short, for her 
refusal to turn away from what 
happens to us when we die.

Reid’s Straight from the Heart, 


the verve and unblinking honesty 
of Gifts. Though rarely fun reads, 
each of her books is fascinating. 
Her first book, a collection of 
short fiction. The Evolution of 
Darkness, was published in 1984 
by Jeanette Winterson, who was 
then an editor at a British gay and 
lesbian publishing house called 
Brilliance. Her first novel. The 
Haunted House, was also first 
published in Great Britain (by 
Picador) in 1986, then picked up 
by Viking in the United States 
and reissued a few years later by 
Seal Press. 

Brown’s early work did 
much better abroad than it did in 
the United States. She explains, 
“I wasn’t writing social realism 
about how I’d come out and 
conquered the world of men.” 
When Picador sent her a plane 
ticket to tour Great Britain with 
The Haunted House, she 
snapped up the opportunity. 
Brown lived and worked in 
England and then in Florence 
for over five years. Looking 
back on the experience, she 
says, “It was very necessary for 
me artistically and psychologi¬ 
cally. It was much easier to be a 
lesbian and a writer over there.” 

Brown wrote The Children’s 
Crusade while living in England 
and The Terrible Girls while liv¬ 
ing in Florence. She returned to 
the United States in 1990. While 
in England, The Children’s 
Crusade was named a finalist 
for The Guardian Fiction Prize, 
but was later withdrawn because 
Brown isn’t a citizen of the 
British Commonwealth. 

In 1992, City Lights pub¬ 
lished The Terrible Girls, fol¬ 
lowed by Annie Oakley’s Girl in 
1993. Both books were well- 
received and sold out, establish¬ 
ing Brown as a literary voice in 
the United States and abroad. 
Brown credits this success to 
editor Amy Scholder’s excellent 
packaging, marketing, and pro¬ 
moting of the books. 

Brown’s work is, by her own 
definition, experimental. By that 
she means, “I don’t have a real 
strong sense of what a story or 
novel ‘should’ be, either formal¬ 
ly or contentwise. It’s a lot about 
exploration, both of my own 
psyche and of the artform that 
comes out of that particular 
story. At the same time, my sto¬ 
ries and novels are traditional in

that they do have identifiable 
characters, action, and emotion¬ 
al depth. My books are not writ¬ 
ten so that some deconstructivist 
will say what an interesting 
book I’ve written. I want to 
excite readers emotionally, 
intellectually, and artistically.” 

Extremes of imagination 

While much of Brown’s 
work is emotional allegory, she 
is also adept at writing fine nar¬ 
rative stories, such as The Gifts 
of the Body or the short story “A 
Good Man,” which appears in 


Women on Women 2 and in 
Annie Oakley’s Girl. Brown 
believes that both her experi¬ 
mental and her straightforward 
work come from the same emo¬ 
tional place, but in the experi¬ 
mental stories, she’s exploring 
her own interior rather than 
someone else’s. “In Gifts I’m 
trying to understand lives I see 
from the outside. The more alle¬ 
gorical and weirder stuff is me 
inside my own psyche, looking 
at my monsters. I’m able to do 
that with more craziness and 
humor than when I’m writing 
about someone else. I can play 
with that more.” 

Brown’s best experimental 
work grapples with the extremes 
of the imagination. But she 
takes that grappling a step fur¬ 
ther than just saying, “Wow, 
look how weird this stuff is.” 
She addresses the role of the 
imagination in our lives and 
how it not only gives pleasure 
but can be abused and abuse in 
return. In “Annie,” the title story 
of Annie Oakley’s Girl, Brown 
explores a child/adult’s obses¬ 
sion with an imaginary cowgirl. 
At the end of the story, the nar¬ 
rator and her Cowgirl, Annie, 
are on an airplane: “In the first 
class compartment Annie orders 
daiquiri after daiquiri. She 
experiments with different fla¬ 
vors - banana, peach, lime. I 
don’t know whether to pray that 


they show a Western, or pray 
that they don’t. We’re on our 
way to Hollywood to negotiate 
the rights to her biography. 
She’s never been drunk before.” 

In other words, not only has 
the imaginary cowgirl been 
utterly corrupted, but the narra¬ 
tor is complicit in the corruption 
of her own vision. 

Brown is an author who 
dares to take risks in spite of the 
bottom line, who writes what 
she needs to say rather than 
what the market wants to hear. 
Which means you won’t neces¬ 
sarily love everything she 
writes. They aren’t those kinds 
of books. But the Brown stories 
that do speak deeply to you 
remain in the mind for a long, 
long time. 

What is Brown working on 
now? “More of the very interior 
metaphorical psychological can- 
we-be-redeemed stuff,” she 
says. 

Besides writing fiction and 
haunting punk clubs in Seattle, 
Brown teaches fiction classes 
for adults at the University of 
Washington Extension. She says 
she’s comfortable in Seattle, and 
by the sound of it, she’ll stick 
around awhile. “I’m so excited 
about what’s going on in writing 
now and in music, especially 
new girls’ bands. I think the ’90s 
are so open and welcoming. I’m 
glad to be around for them.” T

ences with a male collaborator, 
who’s supposed to be straight 
but is played very queer. 

Stanwyck, 

Crawford, Wolfe? 

The film’s self-dramatizing 
high point occurs in a bathroom. 
In the great Hollywood tradition 
of vicious bitches, Loretta looks 
in the mirror and realizes she’s 
never been abandoned because 
she’s never even been loved. 
“Nobody was there.” (Pause.) 
“Where the fuck were they?” 
Stanwyck, Crawford and 
Lupino used to have to struggle 
with lines of this caliber. 
Conscious or unconscious, this 
is camp, and might be funny if 
the film and its leading lesbian 
were wise to themselves. But 


silliness with a smirk does not 
equal style. Failing to make a 
clear choice between sincerity 
and detachment, the film ends 
up feeling simply cheap the 
morning after. 

A lot of Bar Girls was shot on 
location at Girl Bar, “an upscale 
neighborhood nightspot in West 
Hollywood,” according to the 
press kit. Now, shooting a scene 
in a real bar doesn’t guarantee 
that the writing, direction, or act¬ 
ing in the film will bear any 
resemblance to life as lived in a 
bar. Bar Girls does not hold the 
mirror up to nature, despite 
Lauran Hoffman’s impression 
she based the script on her own 
experience. Nobody in this film 
could be mistaken for a real 
human being - which would be 
okay if the film managed to 
establish an alternative universe 
that were consciously created, 
consistent and compelling. 
Unfortunately, there’s not enough 
talent or technique at work for an 
original vision to emerge. 

By default, the action of this 
romantic farce ends up taking 
place somewhere in the collec¬ 
tive unconscious of people liv¬ 
ing in the shadow of the legend 
of Hollywood/Studio City, for 
whom every room is a film set 
and every sentence a line of dia¬ 
logue - people, in short, who 
don’t have real lives to begin 
with, let alone the imagination 
necessary to translate their 
experience into film. Inhabiting 
this creative vacuum, the bar 
girls place their orders by say¬ 


ing, “I want a drink” - the sort 
of thing a child imitating a 
movie might say. 

Marita Giovanni does not 
seem to have been able to make 
up her mind whether she was 
directing Midsummer Night’s 
Dream or I’ll Cry Tomorrow or a 
same-sex episode of Cheers. So 
not only are the characters not 
grounded in reality, they lack a 
fictional frame, oscillating wild¬ 
ly from romantic comedy to 
melodrama, from harlequin 
romance to laugh track. It’s as if 
the lesbian, having been so long 
invisible in Hollywood, had 
come to be considered a mythic 
animal, like the unicorn, and so 
could be made to frolic, fight or 
fuck in the most inane manner, 
without anyone involved ques¬ 
tioning the logic of the so-called 
concept. Including, apparently, 
the lesbians in charge of the 
concept. 

Galling as it is to have 
Hollywood hacks grind out ice¬ 
pick-wielding variations on the 
vampire lesbian theme, it’s even 
more disheartening when dykes 
themselves, given the chance to 
set the record queer, produce 
incompetent drivel like Bar 
Girls - and then sell it to Orion! 
So it can’t even die a quiet little 
death, moldering in a film can 
somewhere in some projection 
booth. Oh, no, it’s got to play 
two weeks at the Castro. I want 
a drink. ▼

Homos by Leo Bersani;

I omos is the most per¬ 
verse book I’ve read 
this year. It’s also the 
first book I’ve ever 
read by Leo Bersani, a professor 
at the University of California, 
Berkeley, and an eminent practi¬ 
tioner of the psychoanalytic 
approach to literature - which in 
itself is enough to warn me 
away. But who could resist a 
book called Homos? 

It’s better than I’d dared 
hope. Bersani proves himself 
one of the most interesting 
“queer theorists” now writing. 
Granted, this may not be much 
of a challenge, as anyone who’s 
browsed the Queer Theory sec¬ 
tion at A Different Light 
Bookstore knows. Ever since 
Foucault argued that homosexu¬ 
ality was invented in the 19th 
century, one turgid tome after 
another has propounded the 
constructivist dogma: homosex¬ 
uality is nothing but a classifica¬ 
tion contrived by an anxious 
patriarchy to keep the perverts 
in line. 

The paradox of course is that 
a homophobic culture - in creat¬ 
ing the imaginary category 
“homosexual” - thereby estab¬ 
lished the means by which the 
individuals so classified (sud¬ 
denly having a perversity in 
common) could contest the cul¬ 
ture’s right to rule their lives. 
This paradox, Bersani suggests, 
is one that neither we nor the 
homophobes have yet resolved. 

Bersani agrees that queer 
theorists are wise to be suspi¬ 
cious of a lesbian or gay identi¬ 
ty. “The attempted stabilizing of 
identity is inherently a discipli¬ 
nary project.” In plainer terms, 
“Once we agreed to be seen, we 
also agreed to being policed.” 
On the other hand, to reject this 
supposedly spurious identity 
may destroy our ability to resist. 
“It is not possible to be gay- 
affirmative, or politically effec¬ 
tive as gays, if gayness has no 
specificity.” A conundrum, as it 
were. 

The real problem with the 
constructivist position, accord¬ 
ing to Bersani, is not that it’s 
wrong, but that its most persua¬ 
sive arguments threaten to “de¬ 
gay” gay men and women. By 
stressing the cultural contin¬ 
gency of sexual identity, queer 
theorists erase homosexual iden¬ 
tity and “melt into the culture 
they like to think of themselves 
as undermining.” Regrettably, 
queer logic enacts “the principal 
aim of homophobia: the elimi¬ 
nation of gays.” So the ironic 
result of radical theory is to 
guarantee (what Bersani terms) 
“the gay absence.” 

Cows not so sacred 
after all? 

This is bad news, but it gets 
worse. Bersani’s measured 
tones belie his ruthlessness - all 
the sacred cows of queer culture 
are herded toward the slaughter. 
To the defenders of drag (espe¬ 
cially the academic acolytes of 
Paris Is Burning ) Bersani poses 
the embarrassing question: How 
subversive is parody? Not very, 
he concludes. “It is ... extremely 
doubtful that resignification, or 
redeployment, or hyperbolic 
miming, will overthrow any¬ 
thing. These mimetic activities 
are too closely imbricated in the

norms they continue.” The 
queens in Paris Is Burning only 
mock what they worship. Ditto 
for the boys of Queer Nation 
with their “campy replications 
of given forms of the social.” In 
political terms, parody is the 
sincerest form of flattery. 

But Bersani’s most damaging 
dissection regards the exalted 
claims of S/M. One masterful 
theorist defines S/M as “the 
powerful initiation into arche¬ 
typal masculinity” which allows 
gay men to “reclaim their primal 
connection to the rawness and 
power of the Masculine, to give 
a patriarchal, heterosexist soci¬ 
ety a stinging slap in the face.” 
To which Bersani wryly replies, 
“S/M is nonetheless profoundly 
conservative in that its imagina¬ 
tion of pleasure is almost entire¬ 
ly defined by the dominant cul¬ 
ture ... it certainly doesn’t chal¬ 
lenge authority itself.” 
(Someone better tell Missy 
before she slaps again.) 

What S/M does reveal, how¬ 
ever, is something more disturb¬ 
ing, and for Bersani more 
promising: “The shocking reve¬ 
lation that, for the sake of that 
stimulation, human beings may 
actually be willing to give up 
control over their environment.” 
This revelation affords the clue 
to what Bersani’s book is all 
about - the essentially sexual, 
blissful masochism (jouissance) 
he calls “homo-ness.” 

Utopian flights of fancy 

At this point it is helpful to 
turn back to an essay (“Is the 
Rectum a Grave?”) Bersani con¬ 
tributed to a 1987 anthology on 
AIDS. In that essay, Bersani 
attacks the “the redemptive rein¬ 
vention of sex,” a prescriptive 
project that includes “a fre¬ 
quently hidden agreement about 
sexuality as being, in its 
essence, less disturbing, less 
socially abrasive, less violent, 
more respectful of ‘personhood’ 
than it has been in a male-domi¬ 
nated, phallocentric culture.” In 
its place Bersani champions 
“the inestimable value of sex as 
... anticommunal, antiegalitari¬ 
an, antinurturing, antiloving,” 
sounding for all the world like 
Camille Paglia in her polemical 
preface to Sexual Personae. 

But at the end of his essay, 
Bersani makes a move that 
Paglia could not countenance. 
He brutally rejects “the sacro¬ 
sanct value of selfhood, a value 
that accounts for human beings’ 
extraordinary willingness to kill 
in order to protect the serious¬ 
ness of their statements. The self 
is a practical convenience; pro¬ 
moted to an ethical ideal, it is a 


sanction for violence.” This 
incredible remark leads inex¬ 
orably to his final statement, 
which superbly sums up the 
polemic of Homos: “Male 
homosexuality advertises the 
risk of the sexual itself as the 
risk of self-dismissal, of losing 
sight of the self, and in so doing 
it proposes and dangerously rep¬ 
resents jouissance as a mode of 
ascesis.” 

This may illuminate 
Bersani’s otherwise opaque def¬ 
inition of “homo-ness” as “an 
anti-identitarian identity” or an 
“anticommunal mode of con¬ 
nectedness.” Homo-ness is 
socially transgressive insofar as 
it “depends not on denying a gay 
identity, but rather on exploring 
a specific sexuality, psychic 
mobility, and a potentially radi¬ 
cal politics.” It redeems sex (and 
society) by refusing to redeem 
the self. 

Yet even artful definitions 
cannot prevent his “gay outlaw” 
(as adumbrated by the scatolog¬ 
ical St. Genet) from sounding 
absurdly utopian. Bersani con¬ 
cludes Homos by insisting: “In a 
society where oppression is 
structural, constitutive of social¬ 
ity itself, only what society 
throws off - its mistakes or its 
pariahs - can serve the future.” 
This is desperate nonsense. 
What imaginary “future” are we 
invoking? Jouissance or not, 
homos cannot escape history so 
easily. ▼

A Passion for Life, 

The Biography of Elizabeth Taylor 
by Donald Spoto; HarperCollins, $25

n his new celebrity bio, A Passion for Life, The 
, Biography of Elizabeth Taylor, Donald Spoto pio¬ 
neers an entirely new genre of non-fiction. His fawn- 
ingly sycophantic approach to Taylor results in a 
biased piece of celebrity puffery that might best be 
described as “literary cunnilingus.” The author is either a 
devout fan or a man who fears Taylor’s well-known pen¬ 
chant for litigation. Tedium results. 

No stranger to movie star bios, Spoto previously 
penned Monroe, Dietrich, and Olivier tomes with some 
success. His prose is generally competent and, even in 
the Taylor book, he possesses an ability to convey the 
essential personality of his subject. But from the opening 
pages, which gloss over the Taylor-Fortensky nuptials, A 
Passion for Life never gets off the ground. The author’s 
unreserved admiration for Taylor’s celluloid image is but 
one of his barriers to credibility. 

Spoto raves about Taylor’s film performances, espe¬ 
cially the early ones, without providing quotes from 
respected critics of the time to support his dubious alle¬ 
gations. He describes her performance in Cleopatra as 
“flawless” and offers the leaden Raintree Country as 
unassailable proof of her great talent. But the most 
bizarre allegation comes after discussion of her work in 
The Comedians, Secret Ceremony, and Boom! - all artis¬ 
tic disasters. Spoto opines that the state of film criticism 
is to blame for Taylor’s notices because critics of that era 
were unable to “distinguish the role or project from the 
actress trapped within them.” Spoto, apparently, would 
compliment a naked emperor on his new clothes. 

No coping skills 

Taylor is portrayed here as a whiskey-drinking, pill¬ 
popping Mother Theresa whom everyone loves in spite 
of the fact that she’s obviously a manipulative emotional 
wreck. The seeds of Taylor’s instability are sown early as 


she is pushed by a stereotypical stage mother into a 
cliche Hollywood adolescence before the cameras. 
Deprived of a formal education and pampered by parents 
and publicists, Taylor arrives at adulthood with no coping 
skills. She makes disastrous marriage choices - at least 
seven of them - that barely disguise her need for a man 
who can fill two roles at once, father (so she can rebel 
against him) and husband (someone to make love to). 
This role is best filled by husband number five and six, 
Richard Burton. 

In relating the depths of her alcoholic, co-dependent 
relationship with Burton, Spoto is at his best. He 
describes a classic case of two needy individuals who 
cling to the one relationship that might be devastating 
enough to cause them to turn their lives around. 
Ultimately, only Taylor was able to make that transition; 
Burton remained a sodden alcoholic until his premature 
death. 

A little more reality, please 

Spoto gives the last 12 years of Taylor’s life a scant 21 
pages and he offers no photos whatsoever of Taylor 
between 1979 and 1994. The photos he does provide 
come mainly from the publicity mills of Movie Star News 
and the American Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences. There is only one Ron Galella shot of Taylor 
during her elephantine John Warner “just-one-more- 
chicken-leg, please” period. 

Of the text itself, most of what Spoto provides the 
reader is recycled fanzine material borrowed from publi¬ 
cations like Look, People, and Good Housekeeping - so 
much for investigative reporting. But there is at least one 
truly memorable story Spoto relates from 1982, when the 
drunken, drug-addicted Taylor leaves for an Xmas vaca¬ 
tion to Egypt, Lebanon, and Israel - a trip she promotes 
as a 10-day peace mission. Self-appointed Ambassador 
Taylor plans to meet with Israeli and Arab heads of state 
to solve the problems of the Middle East. President 
Reagan’s press secretary has to explain to the public that, 
“We do have our diplomats” and Taylor eventually aborts 
her ill-fated fiasco after five days of travel. 

Spoto’s work concludes before Taylor’s recent hip-

replacement surgery, but given all that has come before, 
it’s still possible to imagine her once again swilling 
Jack Daniels and hanging out at McDonalds. Yet Taylor 
is a survivor. Kitty Kelly was right, Elizabeth Taylor is 
“the last star” - a complex human being who deserves 
a better analysis that Spoto’s superficial biography pro¬ 
vides. T

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The Way 
We Were 

Franny, the Queen 
of Provincetown 
by John Preston; 

St. Martin’s Press, 
$15.95

t. Martin’s Press 
recently reissued 
f Franny, the Queen 
of Provincetown , a 
novel by John Preston origi¬ 
nally published in 1983. 
Preston, a key figure in the 
development of gay literature 
as a genre, who edited and 
wrote nearly 30 gay-themed 
books, died of AIDS in 1994. 

At the time of his death, 
the author was working on a 
sequel to Franny set in the 
’90s. Editors Michael 
Denneny and Michael 
Lowenthal have assembled 
the fragments into a story, 
printed here for the first time. 

In the book’s new epi¬ 
logue, Preston calls Franny 
“the history of the gay com¬ 
munity.” Set in 
Provincetown, this collection 
of brief first-person tales 
spans the ’50s to the ’80s and 
centers around a drag queen 
matriarch named Franny, 
who is immensely likable, 
generous, wise, compassion¬ 
ate and unattractive. 

In each section, she dishes 
out lessons in self-esteem, 
and every time she opens her 
mouth, a gob of two-bit psy¬ 
chology rolls off her tongue. 
The themes touched upon in 
this book should be familiar 
- perhaps too familiar - to 
gay men of the ’90s: perse¬ 
cution by the police, devel¬ 
oping a sense of gay identity, 
confronting internal homo¬ 
phobia, recovering from 
addiction and overcoming 
small towns full of small 
minds. 

Character development 
and plot are given short shrift 
here because of the Aesop’s 
Fables structure of the book. 
Several key figures come and 
go in the blink of an eye. 
Preston tries to imbue a few 
of them with extra meaning 
by having them speak in ver¬ 
nacular, but he isn’t a good 
enough writer to pull this off. 

Furthermore, the accep¬ 
tance of drag in mainstream 
American popular culture - 
witness RuPaul and The 
Adventures of Priscilla - 
means that we’re all familiar 
with the wise old queen 
stereotype. If Franny were 
deeper and better written, it 
might have withstood the test 
of time. Today, however, it 
reads more like a cliche nos¬ 
talgia trip down memory lane 
than a history of the develop¬ 
ment of a subculture. ▼

remember a time, oh maybe a million 
years ago or thereabouts, when I was 
young and in love and certain that my 
feelings for Kathleen were unique in all 
the world. I realize, of course, that one 
solid definition of adolescence is “being of 
absolute certainty that one’s feelings are 
unique in all the world,” but I would suggest 
that the feelings of being gay multiply that 
sense of adolescent freakishness a hundred 
fold. I know that I felt more alone than I 
imagined possible until I visited, for the first 
time, a women’s bookstore. Jane Addams 
was a wonderful store. Located on the fifth 
floor of an office building, it was impossible 
to find or visit casually. I remember walking 
past the building several times, and around 
the block more than once, working up the 
nerve to go in. And when I finally did, what 
an experience! Books about lesbians. Not a 
lot, of course, nothing like the abundance we 
have today, but I can still remember the 
exhilaration I felt when I realized that I was¬ 
n’t the only one. 


This trip down memory lane is courtesy 
of an exceptional new collection of short fic¬ 
tion for teenagers, Not The Only One, a book 
that would have made a huge difference in 
my life had it been around when I was strug¬ 
gling with horrendous confusion about love 
and lust and identity. 

Most interesting, perhaps, is that 
although every story in this anthology has 
one or more gay or lesbian characters, the 
central characters are not always gay or les¬ 
bian. In JoAnn Guemssey’s lovely “Pas De 
Deux,” for example, a young straight dancer 
finds true love thanks to the timely inter¬ 
vention of a gay friend. The result is a pic¬ 
ture of the world that is very much like the 
world we all live in - one in which gays and 
lesbians exist, but in which gayness, per se, 
is not always the focal point. 

But there are coming out stories, too, 
painful sketches of young love, and an eerie 
tale of homophobia and its horrifying conse¬ 
quences (“The Visitation” by Gysbert 
Menninga). Finally, sweetly, there is Brian 
Sloan’s “New York in June,” an engaging 
story of love and self discovery that made me 
laugh and brought a wistful tear to me eye. If 
there is a teenager in your circle, gay or 
straight, do the young adult a great service, 
and buy her or him a copy of Not The Only 
One. And don’t forget to read it yourself. T

been. “Working on my book did 
a lot to free me,” he said during 
a recent interview, referring to 
his recently released Breaking 
the Surface (Random House, 
$23). “Coming out at the Gay 
Games was the beginning. Now 
I feel relieved. I don’t have to 
remember who I told what and 
when.” 

By all appearances, Louganis 
has, for years, led a charmed 
life. At 16 he was already a 
world-class diver, taking the sil¬ 
ver medal at the 1976 Olympics. 
With his muscular body, hand¬ 
some looks, self-effacing man¬ 
ner, and charming smile, he was 
the perfect image of the All- 
American boy. But, in reality he 
was a troubled young man 
plagued with a negative self- 
image and difficulty in personal 
relationships. “I felt I deserved 
what I got,” he said, “because I 
didn’t think I was worthwhile to 
anyone, including myself. 
Diving was my consolation. If I 
had a good practice, the day was 
good. If I had a bad practice, the 
day was a disaster.” 

By his 21st birthday, 
Louganis had attempted suicide 
three times. “I know now that I 
suffered from clinical depres¬ 
sion,” Louganis said, admitting 
that as recently as last year he 
was taking anti-depressant med¬ 
ication. 

In 1994, Louganis began see¬ 
ing a therapist to sort out his 
negative feelings about himself. 
“I had been in therapy once 
before,” he says, “but it didn’t 
help much because I wanted to 
please my therapist and only 
said things I thought he wanted 
to hear, instead of what I really 
felt.” 


Coincedentally, it was in 
January 1994 that Louganis 
started working on his autobiog¬ 
raphy with Eric Marcus. “This is 
the most excruciating thing I’ve 
ever done,” said Marcus. “At the 
beginning, I thought this book 
would be sort of joyous, a gay 
man coming out who has finally 
resolved those issues and gone 
on to live this happy life. At our 
first interview I learned he was 
HIV positive. It was like some¬ 
one hit me in the head with a 
baseball bat. Suddenly, this was 
not the book I thought it was 
going to be. It was very, very 
bittersweet.” 

Mother knows best 

Louganis came out to his 
mother during a painful breakup 
with a lover in 1982. “My moth¬ 
er knew I was gay for a long 
time, but we had never talked 
about it. When I told her, she 
said, ‘That’s all right, honey.’ 
That’s the way she is. Once, 
when I was a boy, I came in sec¬ 
ond in a diving competition I 
had expected to win. I was sure 
I had disappointed my mother. I 
started to cry and she said, ‘It’s 
all right.’ It was my mother who 
showed me what unconditional 
love is. 

“Right now, I feel good about 
myself because I’m not hiding 
anymore,” he said. “And writing 
the book with Eric Marcus was 
a catharsis. For the first time in 
my life I can watch a film of 
myself diving and say, 
‘Beautiful dive.’ Then I kind of 
look around the room and think, 
‘Did I say that?”’ 

In 1988, his former live-in 
lover became ill and was diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS. It was at that 
time that Louganis learned he 
was HIV positive. He was train¬ 
ing for the 1988 Olympics, but 


did not reveal the information to 
officials for fear of being barred 
from the competition. Ron and 
Mary Jane O’ Brien, who served 
as Louganis’ surrogate parents 
since O’Brien became his div¬ 
ing coach in 1978, knew about 
Louganis’ sexual orientation 
long before the 1988 Olympics. 

Asked if there is a special 


person in his life now, a boyish 
grin spreads across his face. “I 
wish,” he laughed. “One thing 
that’s really hard is that people 
are afraid to have a relationship 
with you once they know you’re 
infected.” 

The American public long 
ago took Greg Louganis into its 
heart. In the face of adversity. 


he’s not wanted for support. A 
few days after his newsbreaking 
20/20 interview with Barbara 
Walters, he appeared on the 
Oprah Show, where he received 
a lengthy standing ovation from 
the audience. “It gave me 
chills,” Louganis said. “I 
thought maybe they didn’t know 
about my book or the Walters 
interview. But afterwards I 
could see they did. It was very 
touching.” 

Louganis’ love affair with the 
American public continues. 
While in Washington, D.C. 
recently he toured the White 
House and met with President 
Clinton, who interrupted an 
Oval Office meeting to spend 
time with him. Already a best¬ 
seller, his book is in its seventh 
printing. Nearing the end of a 
six-week, 20-city tour that start¬ 
ed in New York and concludes 
in San Diego, Louganis has 
been greeted by huge crowds in 
each city he’s visited. In Atlanta, 
3000 people waited in line for 
hours to get a glimpse of their 
hero and get his autograph. In 
each city, Louganis smiles for 
everyone, poses patiently for 
photos, shakes hands and 
exchanges hugs and kisses with 
admirers. Well-wishers are 
always on hand with gifts and 
flowers. 

Except for a splash of gray in 
his close-cropped hair, Louganis 
shows no sign of aging, and he 
certainly looks fit. He’s not 
interested in revealing his exact 
T-cell count, but he says it’s 
somewhere “under 200.” Two of 
his former lovers have died of 
AIDS related complications, but 
when asked if he feels burdened 
by this knowledge, he replies 
cheerily, “I don’t feel it’s a bur¬ 
den. It’s the greatest challenge 
I’ve ever had to face.” T

hen Tom came down with shingles in the summer of 
1987, I convinced myself that it had nothing to do 
with AIDS, despite the fact that shingles is often the 
first sign that someone is HIV-positive. 

We had just come back from a European tour when Tom got 
shingles. He met me in Italy for part of the trip and then headed 
back to California. I returned to Florida to continue with my train¬ 
ing. When we parted, Tom was fine, but shortly after he got home, 
he started complaining about itching and burning. He was in 
excruciating pain before he went to the doctor who diagnosed it. 
Plenty of people who get shingles don’t have AIDS, and I took 
comfort from the fact that a straight guy about Tom’s age who 
worked in my attorney’s office had shingles. I figured that if he 
could get it from stress, so could Tom. 

It was too frightening in 1987 for me to think that Tom could 
have AIDS. First of all, despite all my problems with him, I still 
loved him very much, and the thought of losing him was terrify¬ 
ing. If Tom was sick, then I might be sick - we’d been having 
unsafe sex for years. He could have infected me or I could have 
infected him, even though I apparently wasn’t showing any symp¬ 
toms and didn’t yet know I was positive. It was the twin terror of 
facing the death of the person you love most and the possibility of 
your own death at the same time. The whole thing was so over¬ 
whelming that I couldn’t let myself think about it. Tom’s shingles 
was stress. That had to be it. Y

The Stepford Wives is the 
Sick and Twisted Players’ 23rd 
show since the group was 
formed in 1991. Previous Sick 
and Twisted efforts have includ¬ 
ed Carrie, Burnt Offerings, 
Halloween I, Halloween II, The 
Omen, The Amityville Horror, 
and The Poseidon Adventure, 
shows whose central raison 
d’etre is that they were derived 
from ’70s thrillers of question¬ 
able taste and were staged 
specifically for their least 
wholesome aspects. 

“In a way I feel like what I’m 
doing is appropriating what is 
tacky in these things and allow¬ 
ing people to laugh at them. 
Maybe it’s a way of laughing at 
ourselves,” Vaguely observed in 
a recent interview at a cafe near 
his Mission District apartment. 
“Or something like that,” he said 
in characteristically vague fash¬ 
ion. 

Vaguely is less interested in 
theorizing about his art than 
making it. And he certainly is 
prolific. Twenty three plays in 
four years is an astonishing 
number of shows for a director, 
yet, despite all the activity in his 
life, the 27-year-old Vaguely 
seems to take it all in stride. 
Which is surprising considering 
that already this year Vaguely 
and company have extended 
their production of A Partridge 
Family Friday the 13th, and 
even while The Stepford Wives 
is in rehearsals. Vaguely is plan¬ 
ning two other productions to be 
mounted later this year. And 
planning does not mean simply 
giving instructions and orders to 
underlings. Vaguely does every¬ 
thing. “I write the script, design 
the sets, produce it and make all 
the publicity. Most of the time I 
do the lights and sound, unless 
I’m in the show. Sometimes I’ll 
even do both.” This, clearly, is a 
labor of love. 

Inspired by 
Vegas and ‘Carrie’ 

Although it doesn’t always 
sound like Vaguely knows why 
he’s spending his life in theatre, 
he thinks it probably has some¬ 
thing to do with exorcising 
demons from his past. Vaguely 
was bom into a typically dys¬ 
functional Midwest family (“I 
come from total trailer park 
trash”), but at a very young age 
moved to Las Vegas with his 
mother. No doubt casino- 
encrusted Vegas played a part in 
igniting the incipient theatre 
director in Vaguely, but the rest 
of the equation belonged to 
growing up in a place that was 
less than appealing to a sensi¬ 
tive, budding artist. “Las Vegas 
was no place to raise a kid, 
that’s all I can say,” Vaguely 
muttered disdainfully. “There’s 
nothing to do there except watch 
people gamble. The tackiness of 
Las Vegas ruined me and proba¬ 
bly has a lot to do with what I’m 
doing now.” 

The emptiness of it all result¬ 
ed in Vaguely becoming a “ston- 
er kid” who escaped from reali¬ 
ty into TV and movie charac¬ 
ters. “Eve Plumb in Dawn: 
Portrait of a Teenage Runaway 
was my idol because she did her 
own thing,” Vaguely said, con¬ 
fessing that he never went to 
school and hated authority. “I 
mean, I was Carrie White there,” 
he said, referring to the psychic 
wallflower at the center of Brian 
DePalma’s thriller Carrie, 
which later served as inspiration 
for the Sick and Twisted’s first 
big hit. “I identified with Carrie 
because she was this outcast 


who got revenge on people who 
bothered her. I didn’t get 
revenge on people. I just 
dropped out.” 

After being shuffled between 
divorced parents and brothers 
and sisters. Vaguely, at age 21, 
set out on his own. Having 
already amassed some radio air¬ 
play in an Arizona punk band 
called the Roto-Rooters, he 
headed for Seattle to start a 
grunge band in 1988. “Music 
was on the horizon for me,” he 
said wistfully. He was only 
passing through San Francisco, 
but fate intervened. “I met my 
boyfriend during my first two 
weeks here, and we’ve been 
together ever since.” 

Addicted to Frisco, 
Partridge Family 

Vaguely quickly became 
involved in San Francisco’s 
thriving alternative music and 
performance scene. “I was in a 
band called the Vaguelys (hence 
his last name) and the concept 
was that we were graveyard 
ghouls who ate the Partridge 
Family by mistake because their 
bus broke down at the gates of 
the cemetery.” 

With his feet firmly planted

in the City’s art scene, it was 
only a matter of time before 
Vaguely’s skewed sensibility 
encountered a small band of 
Klubstitute regulars, who, in 
ensemble, created a classic ver¬ 
sion of that classic disaster 
movie, The Poseidon Adventure. 

“It was very performance 
art,” Vaguely recalled. “Ggreg 
Taylor was Gene Hackman. A 
lot of people didn’t know what

to do, so he was standing there 
telling them. We had a 
Christmas tree and a couple of 
chairs, and that’s about it. And 
somebody was projecting The 
Poseidon Adventure viewmaster 
reels on a wall with a projector 
while he was reading the story 
from the little viewmaster book¬ 
let we were acting out. It was 
really funny.” 

Not long after that. Vaguely 


took the helm, and the ensuing 
productions came so fast and 
furious that for him they kind of 
“all run together.” By October 
1992, The Sick and Twisted 
Players were their own entity, 
producing a three-performance 
run of Halloween I and 
Halloween II. Now, of course, 
the Sick and Twisteds are San 
Francisco legends. 

Great eye for casting 

Vaguely’s creative process is 
a combination of writer and 
director. “When I’m thinking of 
putting a show together I’ll look 
at the original actors and visual¬ 
ize them on the screen and 
think. Who do I know who looks 
like that? Or who could easily 
put on some make-up and hair 
and do a caricature of that?” A 
born star maker. Vaguely has 
proved time and again that his 
instincts for creating characters 
from local color are right on the 
money. 

In fact, the results are uncan¬ 
ny. Leigh Crow (aka Elvis 
Herselvis) superbly played the 
Ernest Borgnine role in The 
Poseidon Adventure, and Kathy 
Queer’s Mary Poppins in The

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Lennox Lite

Medusa 
Annie Lennox 
Arista Records 

nnie Lennox dives into 
a streamlined version 
' if of her Eurythmics-era 
blues electro-pop on 
her new cover disc Medusa , 
which tackles songs written and 
performed by everybody from 
Neil Young and The Clash to 
The Pretenders and Bob Marley. 
Lennox and producer Stephen 
Lipson (Grace Jones, PSB) have 
assembled the same shimmering 
keyboards, rhythm beds and 
vocals from 1992’s Diva to craft 
a highly personal yet radio¬ 
friendly record. 

Lipson handles the program¬ 
ming and bass and Annie tackles 
keyboards and flute, the instru¬ 
ment she studied at the Royal 
College of Music in London. 
The vocals on Medusa are the 
best since the Eurythmics’ clas¬ 
sic concept album. Savage. 
Lennox always was her own 



best back-up singer and her 
arrangements and trademark 
screams are merged seamlessly 
into the mix by Lipson’s pro¬ 
duction. The first single, No 
More 7 Love You’s’, wastes no 
time taking the listener straight 
to Pop heaven, with Annie float¬ 
ing her way through tremolo 
warbles and whispering like PJ 
Harvey between refrains. 

Lennox moves slowly into 
her cover of the Pretenders’ Thin 
Line Between Love And Hate ( 
itself a cover of the Persuaders) 
and then lets all hell break loose 
with a growling vocal attack as 
the song’s protagonist gives her 
abusive lover a taste of his own 
medicine. Annie belts out the 
lyrics like a vengeful Medea, 
reminding you that even her 
mellow, post-Eurythmics 
recordings still pack the angry 
madwoman punch that fueled 
her ’80s hit singles. 

Eurythmics-era songs like I 
Need A Man and Who’s That 
Girl barely held Lennox’s Punk 
Diva fury in check as she 
offered herself up as then-UK 


Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s worst nightmare. 
Those bitter tones of hate and 
disappointment resurface con¬ 
spicuously on Medusa’ s grim 
cover sleeve, which shows a 
naked Lennox staring out defi¬ 
antly against a gray backdrop, 
the minimalist make-up on her 
face a stark contrast to Diva’s 
gaudy Las Vegas glamour 
queen. 

But today’s Lennox is at her 
best when blending manic angst 
and ennui with the middle-aged 
introspection and joy that 
appeared on her first solo 
release. Medusa’s upbeat tracks, 
like the murmuring Downtown 
Lights and her downright perky 
reggae take on The Clash’s 
Train In Vain, could even cheer 
up perennial mopers like 
Morrissey. 

Multiplatinum success and 
domestic bliss appear to have 
calmed neurotic Annie Lennox 
down. She ends Medusa with a 
sentimental cover of Paul 
Simon’s Something So Right 
that would have had me reach¬ 


ing for a barf bag if anyone else 
had been singing. But like all 
great artists, Lennox pulls the 


sentiment off and brings the 
song’s message of love and 
understanding home. T

tter recently found 
himself at a truly gar- 
; ish gathering in the 
avenues, the low point 
of which was a cheap drag 
queen who tried to sing Kay 
Starr’s big ’50s hit “Wheel of 
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Fortune” to a roomful of drunk¬ 
en queens. It was a real mess 
only made worse by Otter’s hav¬ 
ing mindlessly consumed seven 
martinis and a huge Drambuie- 
Mintsk. 

To recover. Otter fled to the 
nearest record store to find a 
copy of the real thing. Though 
he didn’t succeed in finding any 
Kay Starr (truly vintage stuff), 
he did stumble across the next 
best thing, a new series of 
recordings from Capitol 
Records highlighting great 
singers from the ’50s, that noto¬ 
rious decade of accidental glam¬ 
our, big cars, and Melmac. 

Somewhat unimaginatively 
titled. Spotlight On Great 
Ladies/Gentleman of Song tours 
(in six CDs) high points in the 
careers of singing legends 
Bobby Darin, Dinah Shore, Bob 
Manning, Mel Torme, Betty 
Hutton and the sensational 
Keely Smith. Capitol Records, 
whose musical vaults are appar¬ 
ently loaded with previously 
unreleased material, promises 
future additions to this already 
noteworthy collection. 

This is great stuff. Part of the 
attraction here, at least for lurid 
Otter, is knowing that this music 
was produced during one of the 
most hideous decades in modern 
American history, adding cre¬ 
dence to the old adage that orig¬ 
inality blossoms where specters 
haunt. Roy Cohn, Joe 
McCarthy, the bomb, “better liv¬ 
ing through chemistry,” Dick

and Pat Nixon - this was a real¬ 
ly sick era, sick because people 
were bloated with delusion. And 
the music of the time spoke to 
these delusions. The airwaves 
were simply festooned day and 
night with sweet sentimental 
tunes about the good life, strik¬ 
ing it rich, finding eternal happi¬ 
ness in the arms of the opposite 
sex. The big cultural meltdown 
was only a decade away, but 
nobody could see the writing on 
the wall if they were immersed 
in these snazzy sounds. 

If you’ve ever wondered 
what peculiar forces were 
responsible for the Edsel, Ray 
Milland’s career, Mr. Ed, or 
orange and green striped golf

Omen was frighteningly similar 
to the real thing. And Vaguely 
has no doubt that The Stepford 
Wives will also produce some 
memorable acting. Longtime 
Sick and Twisted players 
Johnny Kat Harris, Don Baird, 
Deena Davenport, and Stefan 
Grygelko will essay the princi¬ 
pal roles, and among the sup¬ 
porting roles. Vaguely is posi¬ 
tively ecstatic over his latest 
find, Kyle Overstreet: “It’s 
spooky how much she looks like 
Katherine Ross when she’s all 


made up.” 

With this latest effort, 
Vaguely feels like he’s moving 
into “a higher level” venue. Not 
only will The Stepford Wives be 
co-produced by The New 
Conservatory Theatre, but the 
Players will be working in a 
larger space and doing three 
shows per week instead of two. 
“But best of all,” beams 
Vaguely, “our posters will be in 
color.” 

Vaguely’s future projects 
include a new production of The 
Towering Inferno (late June) 
and a new band. He’s hawking a 
collection of science fiction 
short stories and has six ideas 


carts with fringe canopies, then 
pour yourself a high ball, sit 
back, relax, and lend an ear to 
Bobby Darin as he croons Irving 
Berlin’s “Blue Skies” and the 
vocal standard “Fly Me to the 
Moon.” (You haven’t lived until 
you’ve heard that heavenly cho¬ 
rus backing Bobby up on 
“You’ll Never Know.”) Or listen 
to Mel Torme (pre-jowls and 
chins) toss off “Blue Moon” and 
“Skylark” with glib jocularity. 
You’ll be lulled into an uneasy 
sense of fantasy by the smooth 
voices, the rich instrumentals, 
and the frighteningly inane 
lyrics. Were people ever really 
this carefree? 

The best discs in this series, 
however, are devoted to Dinah 
Shore and the fabulous Keely 
Smith. This stuff is primal. It 
speaks to the drag queen in 
everybody. Dinah is simply 
delicious on the Arlen and 
Mercer tune “Blues In the 
Night,” and the classic “My 
Funny Valentine” is rendered in 
a memorably coquettish fash¬ 
ion. 

But even Dinah can’t com¬ 
pare with Las Vegas sensation 
Keely Smith. What a voice. Just 
listen to the way it opens up on 
“Sweet and Lovely,” a big juicy 
number suffused with sexual 
ecstasy, or the way she wraps 
herself around the sultry melan¬ 
choly of “You Go To My Head.” 
Keely was one of the first 
singers to be nominated for a

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SF Track Nationally Ranked

an Francisco Track & 
Field Club members 
made a significant 
showing in the recently 
released 1994 USA Masters 
Track & Field National Ranking 
Book. Marks earned at USA 
Track & Field meets held in 
1994 were compiled by 
National Masters News, pub¬ 
lisher of the book. The rankings 
are in age groups 30 and above 
(the “Masters” ages) and show 
the top 100 athletes in each 
group by event. 

“We actually should be listed 
more than we are,” said SFT & 
FC sprinter Rick Thoman. 
“Unfortunately, some meets 
only submitted marks for the 
top three places, while other 
meets failed to supply complete 
or accurate results, such as the 
Gay Games in New York. But 
this is still an outstanding 
achievement for our team and is 
a clear indication that we can 
compete against the best, gay or 
straight.” 

The SF Track & Field Club 
has previously been ranked in 
the top ten in the men’s 4x100 
and 4x400 relays, and Club 
member Nancy Frost has con¬ 
sistently been ranked in the 
women’s top 20 in several 
events for a number of years. 
However, this was the first time 
so many athletes from the 
SFT&FC have gained national 
ranking. 

Carmen Morrison garnered 


the highest ranking by a 
SFT&FC member, coming in as 
the number two woman in the 
35-39 age group of the women’s 
100-meter high hurdles. Winner 
of eight gold medals at the New 
York Gay Games, Morrison was 
also ranked in the 100 meters 
(4th), 200 meters (8th) and 400 
meters (6th). 

Among the men, Brian 
Mutert was ranked 9th in the 
triple jump (and 44th in the 400 
meters), while Lafe Fowler was 
11th in the 400 meter, 21st in the 
200 meter, and 28th in the 100 
meter, as well as being a mem¬ 
ber of the 10th ranked men’s 
4x100 meter relay (with team¬ 
mates Rob Lenderink, Ken Wun 
and Gary Schlemgin). Both men 
competed in the highly compet¬ 
itive 35-39 age group. 

Other SFT&FC women who 
ranked as tops in the Nation 
included Valerie Scott (8th, 
100m; 11th, 200m; 12th, 

400m), Michele Lewis (9th, 
100m; 12th, 200m; 16th, 

400m), Barbara Racine (13th in 
both the shot put and discus) 
and Norma Lopez (21st in the 
400 meter). Nancy Frost, who 
turned 40 in June, competed in 
two age groups during the sea¬ 
son and was ranked in both: in 
the 35-39 age group (15th, 
400m; 17th, 800m) and in the 
40-44 age group (12th, 400m; 
13th, 800m; 18th. 200m; 20th, 
1500 meters).

Snowden, who won multiple

I ’HM ace it - the important 
friendships between 
most gay guys are with 
other gay guys. That’s 
a realization followed by a grin 
and a shrug, an acknowledg¬ 
ment that for most gay men sex¬ 
ual orientation is a perequisite 
of friendship.

Chris Hassett and Tom Owen- 
Towle decided 14 years ago that 
it needn’t matter - better yet.

Hassett, a gay singer/com¬ 
poser in early maturity, and 
Owen-Towle, a straight 
Unitarian minister on the brink
